The mattresses are woven of willows.

The Area of Land to Be Reclaimed. 
It is estimated that about 107,000 acres 
of arable but arid land, lying above and 
below Yuma, but not including’ the 
Imperial settlement, can be brought 
within the present irrigation scheme.

' mainly of very fertile alluvial soil, will, 
with abundant water and appropriate 


cultivation, yleld superb crops and load 
an untold’ number of trains with their 
products destined for other markeis.

It is said that half a ‘nillion 
dollars has already been expended in 
the work. Yet the stake is worth the 
cost. 


Below the International Boundary 
Line On that portion of the peninsula 
of Lower California which lies be- 
tween the base of the Cocopah range 
of mountains on the west and the Colo- 
rado River on the éast, and between 
the international boundary line and the 
head of the Gulf of California, there 
lies a vast body of fertile iand tn the 
territory of President Diaz—a body 
approximating a million acres In area— 
which is entitled to water from the 
Colorado River and from the Im- 
perial canal, traversing its extent for 
a distance of fifty miles from northe 
east to southwest. A natural and per- 
tinent question at this time, in connece 
tion with this large tract of fertile but 
only partially watered Mexican land, Is; 
What will be the probable effect upon 
the Colorado River at the international 
boundary line, and below, of the con- 
struction by the United States of the 
Laguna Dam and collateral works? 
and how great will be the probable re- 
duction in the normal fiow of the 
stream at that line by reason of the ex- 
istence of the dam and its collateral 
irrigating works? : 

IT put these tentative questions to the 
official, and his reply was: “Very lit- 
tle, from the amount of water in- 
tended to be diverted into the canals 
(on the American side) at present.” 

Another interesting question, which 
I have reason to believe has been 
mooted in offic quarters, is this: 
Will it be f e to supply an ade- 
quate volume of water from the La- 
guna Dam aad from lateral canals that 
might be. built by the government in 
connectio h that project,. to fr 
rigate the entire arable portion of the 
Lower Colorado Valley, including Both 
sides of the line? Resident Engineer 
Vincent believes it would be feasibie, 
although he has never calculated the 
irrigable area below the line. He also 
believes that it would be better for 
the government to operate all the 
proposed projects for the: Lower Colo- 
rado Valley from one central point— 
from “corps headquarters,” so to 
speak—the Laguna Dam, 
constructing a separate project for 
each detached body of irrigable land 
along the river within the United 
States. This might be done, he thinks, 
by means of main canals running from 
the Laguna Dam along each side of 
the river as far down on the American: 
side as might be found necessary or 
profitable. 


An International Question—“‘Mani- 
fest Destiny.” But there can and will 
be, of course, no crossing of the in- 
ternational boundary line by the 
United States government without the 
consent and codperation of Mexico. It 
has become itmportant, in these later 
years, that a new international agree- 
ment shall be reached, whereby the 
Rio Colorado will be converted in law 
from the status of a river which is 
under the existing treaty a navigable 
stream, to the status of a stream whose 
paraanount uses shall be for irrigation. 
This I believe is “manifest destiny” 
in respect to the lower reaches of this 
uncertain, yet very moist river, where 
stern-wheel steamboats are liable to go 
on snags or sand-bars any day or 
night, or be-left high and dry by the 
shifting current. 

The destiny of this entire region, on. 
both sides of the line, is clearly agri- 
cultural and stock-growing. When we 
consider that the steady trend of the 
agricultural populations of the Middle 
and near Western States is ever west- 
ward, it can well be understood how 
the demand for productive lands, with 
water, in the Pactfic States will go on 
and increase. Thrifty farmers whe 
have made a competence on “the other 
side,” and brought their lands up to 
the point of commanding good prices, 
find themselves in the selling-out mood, 
while looking to the Far West for new 
locations and new lands to conquer-—< 
productive soil 
may be bought at lower rates, and a 
new start in life can be made under 
more genial skies. 

The wisdom of the far-reaching 
project of national irrigation, as ap- 
plied to the arid public lands of the 
West, will yet dernonstrate itself tri- 
umphantly, and the Laguna Dam will 
prove to be the foremost and strongest 
ploneer in the entire Reclamation 
campaign. :

THE CAPITAL : 
OF THE STATE. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, April 13.—The State 


implies, a State institution, and it is 
time that the Staté should indicate 
some opinion as to the way in which it 
has been conducted. In spite of the 
|self-complacency of the Board of Di- 
rectors even they must know well that 
the annual fair has become a farce 
and a derision, a mere place of as- 
signation for gamblers who hardly 
deign to hide themselves behind the 
few miserable exhibits that form the 
excuse for its existence. At the last 
fair—and it was a long Way ahead of 
its predecessors—there was practically 
not a single show case fram any point 
south of Stockton. The mining and 
lumber trades were almost untouched, 
and so far as Los Angeles and the 
south were concerned there might as 
well have been no such places. And 
yet the whole State is taxed for this 
absurdity and the whole State is asked 
to pay for an institution that is not 
only entirely negative in good, but that 
is active and positive in evil. 

Two weeks ago Al. Lindley was sum- 
marily dismisseq from the secretary- 
ship. Now Lindley is not a saint and 
he does not profess to Rand one, but 
there is no question whatever that he 
has tried to put the yearly fair upon 
such a basis as the Legislature intend- 
ed it to occupy, and to make it serve 
the actual productive interests of the 
State. That is a matter of common 
knowledge among those who have been 
present at its regular meetings. He 
conceived it to be to his personal in- 
terests to do this and he did it for 
that reason, and because of this the 
last fair was much better than those 
of previous years. In consequence ‘he 
has been pursued by the animosities 
of certain of the directors, the gamb- 
ling ring of the board, and this ant- 
mosity has culminated in Lindley’s dis- 


place. Filcher. of course, is well 
versed in exhibition matters, honest 
and sincere, but he still has something 
to learn of human nature and he is 
about to learn it. It is almost pathetic 
to see his wholesome thusiasm in 
the presence of a crowd of men whom 
he supposes to be disinterested and 
many of whom do not care one red 
cent about the fair so long as the 
iniquities of the gambling ring are ai- 
lowed to go untouched. Fo attempt to 
touch the gambling is just about as 
remunerative an operation as to take 
a bone from a hungry cur. 


Lindley, upon the whole, has taken 
his dismissel with a good grace, but 
he has loosed a Parthian shaft at the 
board in the shape of a farewell let- 
ter. In this letter he refers to certain 
unnamed directors whom he accuses 
of seeking their own interests and the 
interests of their friends in preference 
to the interests of the society. He 
touches scathingly upon the gaebling 
iniquity—which is not an iniquity be- 
cause it is gambling, but because it is 
an intolerable form of robbery—upon 
the betting syndicates, and upon the 
many ways that evade the laws and 


‘disgrace the society. These things, he; 


says, must stop if the fair is to suc- 
cessfully represent the real: interests 
of the State. The fair must,.in other 
words, belong to the State, rather than 
to the new edition of the forty thieves 
who seem to suppose that it is their 
private property as it is also their 
chief source of revenue. 


Lindley’s letter has made a sensa- 
tion. That goes without saying. Its 
one regrettable omission is the names 
of the directors to whom he specially 
refers. At present people can only 
suppose and surmise, but as they all 
suppose and surmise the same thing 
the omission is not perhaps a fatal 
one. opinion is practically 
unanknous upon Lindley’s side, or 
rather’ against the directors, simply be- 
cause he has already said a dozen 
times In public what he has now said 
once more to the directors, that il- 
legality and depravity must have their 
end and that an unrepresemative so0- 
elety. a society run for the support of 
sinister interests, is toredoomed to de- 
struction. The extinction of the society 
was the extinction of his own salary, 
and we can let it go at that. 

And now a word upon the broader 
issues. How comes it that the Boaré 
of Directors. appointed by the Gov- 
ernor,. is allowed to contain certain 
men of the stamp and caliber that are 
now to be found thereoh? Why were 
they appointed?

“Strength, brute strength, controlled 
by human intelligence, makes to the 
manhood of this sculptor direct appeal, 
and few have given it as adequate ex- 
pression as he. His ‘Mares of Dio- 
medes’ shows a mad stampede directed 
and guided by the will of a single man 
hero, Hercules, who in bringing 


_|from Thrace the man-eating mares of 


the King of the Bestones performed 
the eighth, supposedly, impossible task 
imposed by Eurystheus. It is a bril- 
liant work, original in conception and 
well composed—literally the embodi- 
ment of energy and strength. There 
is wild confusion and yet perfect or- 
der. The horses pile upon one an- 
other in their frenzied haste, and so 
form a solid mass, but they never lose 
their onward spring. Hercules, re- 
duced to diminutive size by compari- 
s0n to the great brutes, clings like a 
lecch to the forward mare, which is 
lurching into space, and with his man’s 
intellect guides the fearful race. The 
animals are well modeled, and show, 
on the part of the sculptor, an intimate 
knowledge of anatomy; the story is 
well told; but it is the conception of 
the group as a unit, together with its 
masterly rendering, which places it 
among the great works of art. 


“Not everything in bronze or mar- 
ble is sculpture. A horse or a man cast 
from a living model would no more be a 
work of art than the proverbial rabbit 
on the barn door painted so inimitably 
that the eye. is tricked into thinking 
it real. Asa painting must have prop- 
erly balanced tone and color values, 
so sculpture must have unity of form 
and solidity of mass.

Southern California into the ranks of 
the tin producers. 
Key West by Railway. 

To span the Florida K with rails 
is the latest task to which American 
engineering has set itself. The island 
of Key West, the most southern por- 
tion of the United States, is to be 
united with the mainiand sixty-four 
miles distant. The line will connect 
the string of keys, bridging the ocean 
the spans in some 
places being seven miles long. The 
channels will be crossed by a viaduct 
supported by columns of massive ma- 
Sonry of such solidity and strength as 
to defy the fiercest tropical storms. 
to a 
height well out of the reach of the 
highest waves in stormy weather. 

The greatest water depths have been 
ascertained to be only twenty-three 
feet. The anchorage or base of each 
masonry column, will rest on sixty 
pine piles, with iron-pointed shoes; 
these will be driven by steam hammers 
clear through the solid coral reef. Re- 
inforced concrete will play an all-im- 
portant part in the superstructure, and 
already contracts have been closed for 
250,000 barrels of cement, together with 
700 tons of steel 

For twenty miles the railroad will 
traverse a mangrove swamp, and here 
will be encountered the difficult opera- 
tion of constructing a solid roadbed of 
crushed rock and sand knit together by 
a liberal proportion of cement. The 
entire work, it is estimated, will be 
completed in about three and a half 
years. 

The final object of the undertaking 
is to ferry through trains from New 
York to Havana on staunchly-built 
packet steamers, specially designed to 
face the lum Seas in the straits di- 
viding Key est from Cuba. Henry

The 


The Balkans are proverbialiy the 
storm center of Europe. There may 
be war alarms over other controver- 
sies, but these come and go, while the 
dangerous unrest in the Baikan states 
keeps simmering forever. It has 
caused several big wars and revolu- 
tions, more or less bloody, innumer- 
able. If Bulgaria and Montenegro are 
quiet today, there is Servia to threaten 
the ‘peace tomorrow. Macedonia, still 
-{n the grip of the Turk, is a smoulder- 
ing Vesuvius that may afford the 
apectacie of a political eruption at any 
moment 

But Roumania, the world believed, 
had settled down to ceful ways and 
settied conditions. is is not soe, how- 
ever. There is fire beneath the lava 
crust, and we are told that civil war 
in Roumania is a danger that is stead- 
ily coming nearer and nearer. If those 
fiery races of the Baikans would only 
rest content in belaboring each other, 
the rest of the world would pity, but 
might be inclined to let the dght be 
fought out among themselves. But 
three great powers—Ruseia, Austria and 
Germany—girdie the Balkan states, 
and each is so jealous of the others 
gaining added influence or added ter- 
ritery that civil war among Bulgarians, 
Serviana, Macedonians, Aibanians, 
Montenegrins, or Roumanians is al- 
ways accompanied .by the risk of a 
general European conflagration. 

The Dying King of Roumania. 

The trouble in Roumanta has come 
about in this way. King Charles, now 
a dying man, has for the past forty 

ears ruled atrongly and well. Aided 

y his brilliant wife, Queen Elizabeth, 
better known under her literary name 
of Carmen Sylva, he made his 
dominions prosperous and orderly. Al- 
though a Hohenzollern Prince by birth, 
and therefore of German stock, he has 
s0 thoroughly identified himself with 
the Roumanian people and with Rou- 
national aspirations that the 
memory of his outside origin has been 
quite obliterated. But King George 
nm Elizabeth are unhappily 
childless, and the next Hohenzoliern in 
succession, a nephew, Prince Ferdi- 
nand by name, is of a very different 
stripe to the reigning monarch. 


An Unworthy Successor. 


Prince Ferdinand of Hohenzollern. 
has never renounced his German char- 
acteristics, He was brought up in Ger- 
many, was educated in a German uni- 
versity, and served as an officer in the 
army of his kinaman, the German Em- 
peror. It was not until he had reached 
the age of 24, that the childiessness of 
the King and Queen of Rouma nia. 
caused him to be adopted as successor 
to the Roumanian throne. 

At that time the Koumanians ex- 
pected that he would abandon Ger- 
many and take up his permanent resi- 
dence among them. But he has done 
nothing of the kind. Each year he has 
spent only a few weeks in the coun- 
try. although he had been assigned a 
splendid palace in Bucharest, the cap- 
ital, and a liberal income. To this day 
he speaks the Roumanian ianguage 
with a foreign accent that proclaims 
his foreign origin. All this has touched 
the sensitive pride of the Roumanians. 
But, furthermore, Prince Ferdtnand’'s 
reckless mode of life is notorious, and 
the people openly denounce him as 
unworthy to be their king. 


A Noble Princess. 


Prince Ferdinand, however, is mar- 
ried to a latly who is just as worthy, 
clever, capable, and popular as her 
husband is Wefective in ali these re- 
spects. She is a daughter of the late 
Duke of Edinburgh, afterwards the 
reigning Duke of Saxe-Colburg and 
Gotha, second son of Queen Victoria of 
Great Britain. The Princess is there- 
fore a niece of King Edward, She is 
one of the most beautiful women in 
Europe. and all through her married 
life she has applied herself to win the 
hearts of the Roumanian people. And 
this she has succeeded in doing, by 
her beauty, by her brains and by her 
tact as well. For she resides the year 
round in Roumania while her flighty 
husband is enjoying himself in Ger- 
many, and, unlike her husband, she 
is an enthusiastic supporter of Rou- 
manian industries, ae well as being a 


fvent speaker of the Roumanian 
tongue. 
Mother or Son. 

The eidest son of this itil-matched 


couple is Prince Charles, now a prom- 
ising boy of 12. The Roumanians are 
willing to remain loyal to the dynasty. 
but they are clamoring that. Prince 
Ferdinand should renounce his own 
claims to the throne in favor of his 
son. They are willing to double the 
resent annual allowance to Prince 
Degitnand. provided he does this. and 
furthermore enters into an undertaking 
pot tad again to set foot on Roumanian 
soll. 

But the Princess its ardently com- 
batting these Influences, for she wants 
to be Queen, and therefore her incap- 
able husband must become King if 
her ambition is to be gratified. No 
one disputes the justice of her indi- 
vidual claims, and her supporters hold 
that she will efficiently discharge the 
royal duties which her husband ts in- 
capable of doing. 

Hence the country is divided into 
two bitter factions, and as the present 
King of Roumania, as has been noted,

A CHICAGO MEETING. 

Five years ago, a 
Chicago, I wae invit 
to dine with him at xy Zion Hotel 
on the lake shore front.

At that time the “Apostie” struck 
me as particularly sober and sound 
in his theology, our only difference be- 
ing the extraordinary emphasis he laid 
on prayer as the sole means to cure 
bodily ailments. When I happened to 
broach the subject of immortality, 
and remarked how, with a purely ra- 
tional and intellectual treatment, the 
arguments in its favor seemed to melt 
away, he waxed wroth and adjured me 
to reconsider euch a statement.

and of a spirit if not explicity yet at 
bottom ethical and religious. Reiigious 
doubt he finds evil in its literary ex- 
pression, and deplores such’ melancho- 
lia as Arthur Hugh Clough’s, the men- 
tal and moral unrest of Goethe and By- 
ron. The sounder spirit, and the pre- 
vailing spirit of English literature, he 
believes to be that of faith. The spe- 
cial mission of literature he defines as 
the conception and interpretation of 
great ideas, the interpretation of hu- 
man nature in general, and of the spirit 
of the age in particular, and the pres- 
entation and enforcement of high 
ideals. 

Part II of this book, which discusses 
general divisions of literature accord- 
ing to literary forms, and the origin, 
development and-characteristics of par- 
ticular forms, is perhaps even more in- 
teresting than the first and mere gen- 
eral portion, because it contains much 
that is original, individual, and spe- 
eMically critical and suggestive. Prof. 
Hunt urges the claims of literary study 
in our American institutions of larn- 
ing as means to the establishment of 
higher ideals and the development of 
a@ national literature. He closes with 
this suggestion. “We are told,” he 
says, “that our Hterature is declining: 
that the heroic age of our letters is in 
the past; that our literary product is 
still too provincial, and that, in the 
main, it is confined to fiction and poetry 
and the lighter miscellany: that it is 
too journalistic. These reflections are 
worth heeding. It is answered by those 
heeding them that the mission of Amer- 
ica is industrial, and that the nation 
is too young as yet to. compete with 
the older peoples; too young, indeed, for 
a national literature. The difficulty lies 
deeper and in part, at least, in the want 
of a more decided lMterary spirit and 
training in our schools and colleges. 
Students are not kept long enough in 
contact with the inner life of English 
letters to take in something of the spirit 
'that pervades them.” Prof. Hunt re- 
calls that Motley, Prescott, Everett, 
Ticknor, Hawthodne, Longfellow, Wil- 
lis, Bryant and others among the ear- 
lier writers ofour country formed their 
literary ideals and opened their ca- 
reers under college influence. 

Pof. Hunt's volume is, as will be seen, 
one that goes deep &nd surveys national 
aka general literary productivity from 
many sides with the thoroughness of 
earnest and scholarly method.

Mr. Freer spent three years as 


teacher in the Philippines, holding, in 
that time, important positions, and his 
account of the status and outlook of 
education in the islands, and in par- 
ticular of the capacity of the younger 
generations for education, and their 
attitude toward Americans and Amer- 
ican institutions,~ is eminently inter- 
esting and suggestive. Mr. Freer 
found the Filipinos in general eager to 
learn, quick, and possessed of a great 
respect for Americans and American 
institutions in general, where ac- 
quaintance with these has penetrated. 
His comments on the docility and 
quickness of his pupils is particularly 
worth noting. He says: 

“It is sometimes asked how the 
young Filipino compares with the 
child of the American Indian in mental 
attributes. It may be said that, at 
the beginning of his schooling, the av- 
erage full-blooded Indian is not anxi- 
ous to learn, and does not appear to 
interest himself in his studies: though, 
if he @rst attends the kindergarten, 
these characteristics are less marked. 
While he is a close observer and ab- 
sorbs much knowledge in certain lines, 
he ts dull at his books. If he has 
learned his lesson, as sometimes hap- 
pens, he will not permit the fact to 
become too easily known. Whatever 
comes from him in the course of a rec- 
itation is drawn out by laborious ef- 
fort on the part of the teacher. As 
he grows and develops, these peculiar- 
noted; but he seldom be- 
comes mentally active in the class- 
room or imbued with the desire to 
know.

This is 
not a new form Of cryptogram, it is 
only the progress, to date, of one of 
the cleverest and most successful Irish- 
men of his time, “Tax Pay,” of course, 
in other words, T. P. O'Connor, M.P.

Our London correspondent writes: 
How infinitely more interesting fiction 
is than fact was demonstrated afresh 
the other day, when the announcement 
was made that the ancient crypt of the 
Church of St. George the Martyr, in 
the Southwark district of Léndon, was 
“to let” for storage purposes. A crypt 
to let!—the statement seems 
ing enough, in itself, but it may be vx- 
plained that the regions in quite a 
number of these old London churches 
where once people were buried have 
been cleared out in recent years and 
employed for intensely utilitarian pur- 
poses; in one case for a baker's shop 
and in another for a combined soup 
kitchen and billiard room! So it is 
really not so very startling to hear that 
the crypt of St. George the Martyr— 
which once was crammed with cof- 
fins to the extent of 1400—is now to be 
had for “storage purposes’ of another 
kind! Now this particular London 
church has quite a number of historical 
associations of an interesting nature. 
It was, for instance, the marriage 
place, in 1652, of Gen. Monk, who re- 
stored the throne of England to the 
Stuarts, and it was the burial place 
of the famous Bishop Bonner, who 
died in the near-by Marshalsea prison 
in 1557, as well as of Cocker, the arith- 
metician, to whom we owe the phrase 
“according to Cocker.” But was it 
because of these that all London was 
interested in the announcement §re- 
garding the “crypt” of the famous old 
church? No, but because this Church 
of St. George the Martyr was the place 
where Dickens's “Little Dorrit” rested 
after the night of the famous party 
when she was too late to return to 
the Marshalsea prison, and where she 
was actually ma ! In other words.,, 
it is famous for what never happened, 
and not for what really did happen—a 
tribute to the genius of Dickens, 
From the eastern end of the church 
can be seen the whole of the original 
south front of the Marshalsea Debtors’ 
prison, and at the eastern end of the 
long roof the very window of “Little 
Dorrit’s garret.” In her time the crypt 
still held its population of dead, but 
Dickens was probably not aware of 
the charnal-house beneath the church 
floor, or it is more likely that St. 
George’s would have been treated by 
the novelist as was that burial ground 
off Russell Court where poor Nemo lay, 
and at the iron gate of which Lady 
Deadlock died. This plague spot also 
has been swept away, and its site is 
like the crypt of St. George's, “spa- 
cious and dry.”

~ ANARCHISTS. 


Desecrates the Sabbath Day 
in San Franciscc. 


Mostly Foreign Members of 
Trades Unions. 


How Schmitz Has His New 
Grand Jury “Fixed.” 


SAN. FRANCISCO, April 15.—San 
Francisco is still talking about the 
anarchistic. rioting of last Sunday by 
several thousand of the scum of the 
city who are ordinarily termed labor 
unionists.

Archbishop Ireland was the chief 
speaker at a union labor picnic in St. 
Paul recently. He said: 

“Labor unions haye given wage 
earners the consciousness of their 
rights, and have done much to obtain 
higher wages and shorter hours. But 
labor unions must be on their guard 
against serious evils threatening them. 
They cannot be tolerated if they tnter-

Through such games as these, which 
emphasize the characteristic move- 
ments the child comes to feel the dis- 
tinguishing personalities of the differ- 
ent birds, to feel as well as understand 
what each bird has stood for through 
all time. He will more keenly appre- 
clate the figures of classic literature, 
the significance of national emblems, 
the truth of religious symbols. He 
will have developed an inner feeling 
which will help to give life, joy, pleas- 
ure to his mental interpretations. All 
appreciation must thereby be made 
more keen, when, if after years, he 
reads the lines’ “Brave as the heart of 
a singing bird,” he will know more 
than any commentary can explain of 
the full interpretation the poet would 
have us give his words. When he 
marches to do battle to protect the 
honor and glory of the flag, a glimpse 
of the eagle crowning all, fearless, 
strong and brave, invincible, uncon- 
querable, will fire him in that still 
greater zeal, a stranger impulse, urg- 
ing him to deeds of courage and valor, 
to lofty thoughts, heroic impulses and 
glorious accomplishment. 

And, just as the deeper sympathy, 
developed through these games gives 
him a better understanding of all life 
and helps him te a truer interpretation 
of the great thoughts and greater feel- 
ings of mankind, so he can the better 
understand, interpret and express “the 
voiceless longings of his own soul,” 
when hi sthoughts take wing and, flit- 
ting happily or soaring majestically 
through the darkness of the night, 
waken at last to the perfect day.

Mexican People Celebrate 
Piebla’s Fall. 
President Diaz Receives Vis- 
iting Angelenos. 


Humane Society After the

&.TY OF MEXICO, April 6.—April 
2° 1867, thirty-nine years ago, was a 
pivotal day in Mexican history. Gen- 
eral Porfirio Diaz captured the city 
of Puebla that day from the Mexican 
Imperialists under General Manuel 
Noriega, who had bravely defended 
the city for twenty-seven days. . 

Noriega expected relief from General 
Leonardo Marquez, who had been sent 
by Emperor Maximilian to relieve Pu- 
ebla. Diaz, anticipating the arrival of 
Marquez. decided to storm Puebla 
and when . the Imperialist relief 
reached the Hacienda de San Diego del 
Notario they received news of the cap- 
ture of Puebla by the republican army. 

This army, under Generals Diaz and 
Juan José Baz, had bored through 
buildings and dead walls, but- 
tressed churches and embattled con- 
vents and monasteries, seeking to en- 
ter the heart of the city. Early on 
the morning of April 2, Diaz sighted 
the besieged troops and made his at- 
tack from four points simultaneously, 
capturing entrenchment after en- 
trenchment. Finally, both armies 
were facing each other and it was a 
dramatic moment. Noriega, after his 
defeat, fled to the neighboring hills of 
Guadalupe and Lorreto and for two 
days waited for relief from the tardy 
Marquez, but finally on April 4, sur- 
rendered to Diaz. This blow helped to 
break the back of the Imperial move- 
ment in Mexico. 

The anniversary of the day was cel- 
ebrated most enthusiastically this 
week, and General Diaz received nu- 
merous congratulations upon his con- 
tinuous health and weli-being. Few 
men of his age are as well preserved 
as is the President of Mexico. He is 
a man of simple, temperate tastes 
and habits and he works hard and yet 
without seeming to wear out. 

‘luis strong, farsightedness has al- 
ways been a characteristic of the 
President not only literally but meta- 
phorically. No ruler that Mexico ever 
had probably ever. enjoyed as much 

tedness and keen appreciation 
of the future. Even when the coun- 
try had been torn from its old condi- 
tions of anarchy and civil strife, Gen- 
eral Diaz recognized the future radi-| 
ant with promise for his beloved coun- 


Even the sagacious government of 
the United States for . full year re- 
fused recognition to the new President, 
fearing a repetition of the revolution- 
ary history with which Mexico had 
been associated. But General Diaz al- 
ways looked forward and hu!d strong- 
ly and intuitively to the possibilities 
in store for the republic. 
With the solitary exception. of Santa 
Ana no man has held the stage of pub- 
lic affairs as long as has General Diaz 
and in the retrospective can now be 
traced the finger of Providence lead- 
ing this remarkable man, the genius 
of modern Mexico,

TIFICATES. 

A new safety paper, the secret of 
Manufacture of which will never be 
.eonfided to the public will be used to 
ey all naturalization certificates, if 


the bill in question goes through. This 
fabric may be similar to that on which 
are printed the famous Bank of Eng- 
lané notes, which have never yet been 
, Successfully counterfeited. The certifi- 
cater will be thus printed under the 
supervision of the new bureau, which 
will supply them, consecutively num- 
bered. to the courts. There will be 
absolutely no difference in the form of 
{ certificates, save for the numibers and 
'the data filled in and each sheet will 
‘pe in three sections—one to be torn 
,off and given to the newly naturalized 
foreigner, a duplicate to be turned in 
to the new bureau and a stub to be re- 
tained by the clerk of the naturaliz- 
ing court. To clinch the matter fur- 
ther, this central bureau will furnish 
each immigration station with regis- 
ters, wherein must be recorded each 
arriving immigrant’s name, age, occu- 
pation, height, complexion, color of 
hair and eyes, place of birth, last. resi- 
tdence, intended residence, and so on.

COMMERCE IN BOGUS CERTIFI- 

| CATES. 

This uniform “safety” certificate will 
put to rout operators of the fraudu- 
lent mills now producing, by the thou- 
jsands, bogus naturalization certificates, 
not suspected by the authorities, sim- 
ply because of the many hundreds of 
different forms in present use. One of 
the most wholesale enterprises of this 
kind was operated by two Italians, 
Bunoro and li, who when ar- 
rested were found to have in NewYork a 
complete outfit for counterfeiting the 
certificates, including a forged seal of 
the Federal court. Connected with 
them were dealers who purchased the 
counterfeit certificates and sold them 
for $15 and upward. A ready sale for 
them was found in Italy, where they 
were bought to enable disqualified im- 
migrants to gain admittance to this 
country without running the gauntlet 
of the inspectors. Another man was 
lately indicted for systematically ob- 
taining from the courts duplicates of 
his own certificate, from which he 
erased his name with acids, afterward 
substituting the names of other aliens, 
from whom he received considerable 
money. In other cases certificates 
have been loaned to aliens for $50 and 
like sums. 


BARS ILLITERATES FROM CITI- 
ZENSHIP. 


The most radical of the reforms 
provided by the bill requires that be- 
fore an alien can be naturalized he 
must be able to write either in his own 
language or in English and must speak, 
read and understand English. Under 
existing laws aliens are admitted not 
only to our ports but to citizenship 
without any educational qualifications 
whatsoever.

MUST INTEND TO REMAIN 

PERMANENTLY. 

Intention to reside permanently in 
this country is made another prerequi- 
site to naturalization. The applicant 
must declare such intention on cath. 
This requirement is added because of 
the discovery that thousands of aliens 
are annually obtaining American citi- 
zenship and then hurrying back to 
their native countries to reside there 
permanently under the protection of 
Old Glory. 

In Jerusalem alone there are at least 
1000 naturalized American citizens 
permanently transacting business. 
About each one of these Uncle Sam 
draws the magic extra-territorial cir- 
cle, which no Turkish policeman or 
soldier can cross without serious ¢con- 
sequences unto himself and his gov- 
ernment. These “made while you wait 
Americans,” our fellow-citizens in 
name only, bask in the beneficent pro- 
tection given them by a section of the 
revised statutes specifically declaring 
that naturalized American citizens 
foreign countries shall re- 


cans. The most notable illustration 
of our devotion to this principle was 
in the case of Martin Koszta, a Hun- 
Sarian exile, who had been naturalized 
in the United States but had started 
in business in Smyrna, where he was 
seized by order of the Austrian Con- 


ened to’ fire wpon the Austrian vessel 
if was not delivered in a given 
e Austrians yielded, and 
| voted a sword to Capt. Ingra- 
ham of the St. Louls. A good per- 
centage of the difficulties which we 
have recently had with non-Christian 
countries, particularly Turkey, has 
been caused by naturalized Americans, 
many of them permanently residing 
abroad. President Grant complained 
of this nuisance in four of his mes- 
sages, Cleveland in three of his and 
Roosevelt in one of his. In Haiti and 
Santo Domingo there are large colo- 
nies ef Syrians with American natur- 
alization papers, 
effect of protecting them from local 
taxation as well as from the foment 
of tuture revolutions. Thousands of 
naturalized Americans have lately be- 
come citizens of Cuba and the new 
provinces of Canada. Despite all of 
these abuses, it is the judgment of the 
writer that the clause requiring an 
oath of intention to remain here per- 
manently will not be worth the paper 
it is written on until clairvoyants of 
infalliale skill can be supplied to the 
Naturalization Service by the Civil 
Service Commission. 
TO STOP THE FEE GRAFT. 

The fixing of uniform naturalization 
fees to be charged by the clerk of 
every court exercising jurisdiction in 
such cases is another reform provided 
by the bill. Eleven dollars is to cover 


the entire cost of becoming a citizen, | PO® 


whether in a State or Federal court. 
It is claimed that this is about the 
average of the amounts now charged 
throughout the United States, and less 
than is charged by any important for- 
eign nation. To cover the extra cler- 
ical expenses made necessary by the 
biil, half of the fees are to be allowed 
the clerk of the naturalizing court, 
provided they do not amount to more 
than $3000 per year. However much 
this clause may be desired by the 
clerks, more bona fide naturalizations 
would result if the entire fee were 
turned into the treasury. 

In this baneful matter of fees there 
is no uniforming under the present 
law—not even among the Federal 
courte. In the California State courts 
certificates of naturalization are free, 
while in Nevada they cost $10. In the 
Federal courts of New York they cost 
$2.50 in the southern district and $2.35 
in the eastern, where the proud new 
citizen is taxed a half dollar extra if 
he wishes to possess a certificate with 
gold seals and which folds up inside 
of board covers. A clerk of a Brook- 
lyn court told the naturalization com- 
mission that he sometimes confers 
citizenship on 300 aliens per day. This 
is at the rate of about forty an hour! 

When the department's special nat- 
uralization examiner recently asked 
the county clerk of a southern State 
what disposition was made of the nat- 
uralization fees, he answered that he 
used them to buy bread for himself 
and family when he could get them. 
There are many of this class, accord- 
ing to the examiner. The competition 
for naturalization fees among clerks 
of courts in the same vicinity has 
given rise to many of the frauds which 
the government is exposing. 

Professional “naturalization agents” 
who round up aliens are in many 
quarters in league with these clerks, | 
who, in order to encourage the pat- 
ronage of the agents, make it known 
that they will not inquire too strictly 
into the claims of the applicants. The 
clerk who can naturalize at the rate of 
forty men per hour does not need to 
make this known. Many of these pro- 
moters openly solicit naturalization |

business for such clerks by sending 
out to immigrants circular letters and 
postal cards in which their (the 
agents’) headquarters are given as the 
court building. Indeed, in some clerks’ 
offices these naturalization agents 
have almost come to blows over the 
possession of immigrants applying for 
“papers.” 

SCHOOLS FOR COACHING ALIENS. 

Schools for coaching immigrants 
have obtained in some places, and one 
of these was oppniy held in the same 
building as the court by “agents,” who 
read the stereotyped questions to be 
later put to the applicant in the clerk's 
office. The answers were dinned into 
the memory of the alien until, parrot- 
like, he could give the correct an- 
swers, provided the questions were put 
in the stereotyped order. 

Not only graft, but gross careless- 
ness and ignorance obtain among 
clerks handling naturalization mat- 
ters. No less a personage than the au- 
gust Kaiser himself was lately ad- 
mitted a citizen of the United States 
by the Circuit Court of Ohio county, 
W. Va. Instead of placing the words 
“Emperor of Germany” in the biank’} 
provided for the sovereign to whom 
the alien renounced allegiance, the 
clerk of the court inserted them in 
the space set apart for the alien's 
name. The error was never suspected 
until the apparently naturalized citi- 
zen, returning last autumn from a 
brief visit abroad, produced the papers 
The De- 

t of Justice has found numer- 
ous cases where aliens, being natural- 
ized, have renounced allegiance to 
dead monarchs, as well as instances 
where clerks of courts, as well as 
judges themselves, know neither the 
correct titles nor names of the world's 
rulers. 
e illiteracy test is the most im- 

t feature of the bill and one 
that appeals to all progressive citi- 
zens. As the Commissioner General of 
Immigration puts it: “Statistics show 
that much of the immigration which 
is undesirable on other grounds con- 
sists of persons who are illiterate.” 

To determine what races supply us 


there are several tests which may be 
applied. The immigration bureau's 
statistics, just compiled, show that 
last year’s inpour of aliens of all 
classes was 1,026,500, exceeding the 
total for 1904 by 213,600—more than 
enough to fill a Minneapolis, a Louis- 
ville or @ Jersey City. The principal 
races flocked in upon us in the follow- 
ing numerical order:

Ranking next in educational order are 
the Finns, Irish and Germans, among 


whom only 2, 3 and 4 per cent., re-| 


spectively, were illiterates. These «ix 
classes, with the exception of the 
Irish, comprise the blond or Teutonic 
grand division of the human race. 

The poorest citizenship material is 
offered by the 18,600 Lithuanians, fifty- 
seven out of each one hundred of 
which can neither read nor write, and 
by the 186,400 Southern Italians, 56 
per cent. of whom are illiterates; and 
this vast one year’s supply of Southern 
Itallane—more than enough to fill a 
Providence or an Indianapolis—repre- 
sents the highest crest on the immi- 
gration wave of 1905. Thus with our 
largest quantity we get about the 
poorest quality. Following closely are 
the Poles, who rank third in illiteracy 
as well as in numbers. Four out of 
ten cannot read or write. Then, in 
order of percéntage of illiteracy are 
the Croatians and Slovenians, 38; Slo- 
vaks, 25; Hebrews, 23; Northern Ital- 
lans, 14: Magyars, 12. 

This question of good and bad citi- 
zen material receives still more light 
from an investigation lately made by 
the Immigration Bureau for the pur- 
of learning the proportion of 
aliens of different nationalities in our 
penal and charitable institutions. The 
percentages are worked out according 
to the grand divisions of race. 

The most criminal are found to be 
the ‘“Iberic” or Mediterranean element, 
largely Southern Italians, but includ- 
ing Greeks, Portuguese and Spanish, 
who figure little in our Immigration 
compared with the Southern Italians. 
While there is one Italian to every 
other thirteen aliens in our penal in- 
stitutions, the ratio of murderers is 
one Italian to every two other aliens. 

The least criminal are found to be 
the Keltic aliens, largely Irish and 
Scotch, who outrank the blond Teu- 
tonic element of English, German and 
Scandinavian by a very narrow 
margin. 


PAUPERISM AND INSANITY. 

The most prone to pauperism are the 
Slavic aliens, mostly Poles, Hebrews, 
Lithuanians, Russians and Slovaks; 
and in this classification the Southern 
Italian and their Mediterranean broth- 
ers rank second. But the least liable 
to land in the almshouse are the Eng- 
lish, German, Scandinavian and other 
Teutonic peoples—the same who have 
the smallest percentage of illiteracy. 

With regard to insanity, however, 
the order for crime is practically re- 
versed, the Teutonic aliens (especially 
the Germans) being in the lead—that 
is, being the most prome to insanity— 
the Irish-and their Celtic kinfolk 
ranking a very close second, the Slavs 
third and the brunette Italians, with 
their Iberic fellow aliens, last. Thus 
you will see that the Iberic races have 


the greatest predisposition to crime,| 


the Slavic to pauperism, the Teutonic 
and Celtic to insanity. It is generally 
agreed among alienists that insanity 
and nervous diseases increase in pro- 
portion to intellectuality. So, upon 
the whole, the burden of these data

tion as Secretary of the Treasury, 
and John McLean, the venerable Jus- 
tice of the United State Supreme 
Court. 

Fremont was not at first 
as even a remote possibility. 

The delegates had not been chosen 
by any settled rule, and it is inter- 
esting to note that there was no at- 
tempt at any apportionment of repre- 
sentatives based on the population 4f 
each State or any effort to limit the 
vote of each. 

Pennsylvania cast $81 votes, New 
York, 9, and Ohio 69. very Northern 
State was represented, as were also 
Delaware, Maryland and Kentucky. 

The first act was the election of a 
temporary. chairman. Judge Efmmet 
of New York was successful. 

It quickly developed that there were 
reasons that disqualified Mclean, 
Chase and Seward, and when the first 
ballot. was taken, John C. Fremont of 
California had received 359 votes: John 
of Ohio, 196; Charles Sumner 
of Massachusetts, 2, and William H. 
Seward of New York, 1. 

Fremont was then not 44 years old, 
showing that the party of Roosevelt 
favored young men even at that time. 
His remarkable journeys among the 
Roekies had won him the name of the 
Pathfinder.

Jeweler in Sleepy Little Hamlet in 
Indiana Badly Fooled by Par- 
ticles of Brass.

This picture is given to show that in 
California it is not necessary to spend 
a fortune on a dwelling in order to 
have it comfortable and convenient 
and at the same time artistic. The 
floor space of this house; which its 
owner is pleased to call a “freak” is 
equal to over 1250 square feet, with a 
eereen porch in the rear and a porch 
gallery on two sides.

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LIvE METHODS OF THE DOMINION TO 
ATTRACT AMERICAN FARMERS. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


INNIPEG.—The Canadian government is after 
he American farmer. It considers him the best 
of all men to develop and build up a country, and 
it is spending vast sums to get him. It has inaugurated 
an immigration campaign bigger than any ever backed 
by any government, and it is now working the United 
States just as a wholesale dealer works his territory. It 
has our country divided up into districts, and there are 
immigration agents at every center with instructions to 
drum the neighborhood for pioneer farmers. In this it 
is aided by the railroads and real estate agents. The 
latter have mapped out the territory, just as a book- 
publishing firm lays out the field which it expects to sell, 
and land agents, like book agents, are moving from farm 
to farm and getting subscribers to settle upon the lands 
and pay by installments.

ments. The Interior Department has sent out carloads 
of books in colors, cartooning the relations between the. 
United States and the Dominion. These tell the etory 
at a glance; and, as Boss Tweed said about Tom Nast’s 
pictures of him, any one can read them. One shows 
Uncle Sam and John Bull carrying great bags of money 
into Canada; another presents Uncle Sam leaning over 
the international boundary fence and watching the 
trains of canvas-covered wagons in which his subjects 
are moving across these British prairies, while a third 
pictures Canada crowding Uncle Sam out of the English 
markets by feeding John Bul] with a spoon. 

The government issues one class of publications 
which are intended to catch the American children as 
well as the grown-ups. This consists of geographies, 
with first-class maps and pages of text, describing the 
material resources and the great possibilities of the new 
Canada. These have been sent to the American schools 
throughout our land, and they are distributed by the 
trainload. 


Indeed, the government is even trying to work our 
preachers. The immigration agents have been writing 
to the country parsons of the United States, pointing out 
the moral and other advantages which prevail in the 
wheat belt, and asking their coéperation in getting good 
immigrants. At the game time the farmers are being 
worked by the personal testimonial scheme. Some of 
the publications contain pages of letters, some in type 
and some in autograph, showing what individual farm- 
ers who have tried Canada think of it. Indeed, they are 
much like our patent medicine almanacs or advertise- 
ments, and show the effect of this country upon the set- 
tlers “before and after taking.” 


American Millions Going to Canada. 


The results of thie work have been enormous. I am 
told there are more than: 200,000 Americans here now, 
and that 80,000 more are expected this year. Those who 
have already arrived have brought in many million dol- 
lars’ worth of goods, stock and actual cash, so that it is 
a low estimate to put their value to the country at $300,- 
000,000. It is said that they would have been worth two- 
thirds that amount to the country had they come with- 
out a cent, but they have brought so much with them 
that their personal possessions run into the hundreds of 
millions. Indeed it makes one think of the children of 
Israel, who moved out of the land of Egypt, taking with 
them jewels of silver and jewels of gold and raiment 
save that the money taken into Canada by the American 
immigrants belonged to themselves, while that of the 
Israelites was mostly borrowed from the Egyptians. 

I have before me the report of the Minister of the Ca- 
nadian Interior Department, giving some items from 
the immigration agents as to just how much money was 
brought in last year from certain United States points.

Among our 
would-be settlers was a pretty girl of 21 who was travel- 
ing with her mother to make a fortune in the Canadian 
West. As we waited for dinner the girl gat down at the 
piano and began playing a sentimental strain. As she 
did so; a young, well-to-do farmer, who had already 
made @ little fortune and was stopping at the hotel, 
heard. As he listened he looked, and as he looked he 
loved. Indeed he was so much stricken that he came to 
me and begged to be introduced to the lady, and that 
with a view to a proposal of marriage. I referred the 
matter to the mother, and, she not objecting, the intro- 
duction was made. Before we left the hotel the next

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Golden Flowers. 


THEIR SEASONS AND THEIR. HaB- 
ITATS IN CALIFORNIA. —

‘HE Land of Gold, the Land of Sunshine—every one 

knows to what country these names apply. A 

golden poppy is the badge of California. Richly en- 
dowed as the State is with flowers of every hue, the 
ground tone of the floral pageant is yellow. Gold is the 
ornaimént that Nature wears in her robes throughout the 
year. . 
In Europe there used to be a fancy for constructing 
floral calendars. Each month was represented by the 
group of flowers that in it attained their maximum of 
bloom. Here it would not be 60 -easy to mark the 
months in that way, for the blossoming period of the 
species runs on indefinitely. But a beautiful book might 
be made-——a golden book—by collecting and pressing the 
yellow flowers as they appeared. The color scheme 
would range from a pale cream to a vivid golden red, 
and no month would be drawn blank. 

To avoid the embarrassment that riches imply, the 
collector might begin with the early rains, when flowers 
are few. The first page in his collection would then be 
occupied by the blossom of oxalis. Of all the flower 
seeds that lie dormant during the dry months, those of 


the golden sorrel are the first to quicken. After a gen- 


erous October rain, the grass sprouts rapidly by the 
wayside, but its long blades do not grow fast enough to 
hide the darker trefoils of the sorrel, nor to obscure the 
golden light of ite frail petals. It is the first gem that 
gilds the green. | | 

Next comes a lowly plant with a long name—Ameinckia. 
It it a kin of borage, or forget-me-not, with fhe hairy 
stem and curled-up inflorescence of that order; but the 
tiny flowers that crow4 its stalks are not blue, like bo- 
rage, but a deep orange. Growing in the open and in 
great numbers these herbs sprinkle every pasture and 
vacant spot with points of flame. 

Oxalis and Amsinckia, with a few etray composites 
that belong to simmer, but have been waked to a fitful 
flowering by the rains, are the golden flowers of that 
season which out of respect for an old-established cal- 
endar, is called winter. | 

At the latter end of the rains, when the ground is 
thoroughly socked, the buds of spring unfold. One by 
one the players in the many-colored pageant appear. 
When the first gilia. shows its pink baby face, it is a sign 
that the great flower show of March and April is about 
to begin. The quick-growing annuals spring up, and lo! 
the hillsides are covered with bells and flowerets of a 
thoygand hues. In red, white, and blue the natiofial 
colors are displayed by lupine, gilia and painted brush. 


Side by side with these fly the golden banners of the 


State. As early as February the dwarf mustard splashes 


the roadsides with its pure yellow, the pale cream cup 


comes out in sifeltered places, the yellow lupine flaunts 
its long flower stalk in rivairy with its blue brother. 
Clover beds are dusted with gold, the sweet yellow pansy 
nods in the breeze, the evening primroses are out. 

To the latter family the country is indebted for a long 
and lavish display of color. It is not the ‘primrose by 
the river’s brim’ of the poet. That is the primula, this 
the cenothera. The genus is rich in species, and they 
choose for their habitat the waste places. Leaving the 
rich grassy slopes to more tender plants, they adorn the 
barren sand dunes with their yellow crosses, or creep in 
chains of gold along the hard gravel of the railroad 
track. They begin to blossom early and carry their 
flowers well into the dry season. ~ 

The violet, or pansy, as some call it, for it is indeed 
“freaked with jet” like the flower in Lycidas, attracts 
particular notice on account of its color. To Europeans 
it must eeem strange that Viola pedunculata, or any spe- 
cies of violets, should depart from the hue to which it 
has given its name. It is as if the soil of California had 
a Midas-like property and could transmute blue to gold. 
But in Eastern America there is just such another plant, 
the yellow violet to which the poet Bryant addressed his 
ode. There, it seems, it comes, early, “blossoming be- 
sides the snow bank's edges cold,” and haunts the shady 
woods. Here it grows on the open sandy mesas, espe- 
cjally near the sea, where the flowers may be seen by 
hundreds, quivering on their long stalks like sparks of 
fire. 

All the above-named are smal! flowers that scatter 
their gold in points and splashes among the mofley hues 
of spring. The primroses and violets do sometimes grow 
close enough to assert their own colors. But there are 
two flowers that from their habit of close congregation 
actually paint themselves on the landscape. These are 
the wild mustard and the poppy. eet : 

Who does not remember his first glimpse of the pop- 
py’s farseen effulgence, a cloth of gold spread out at the 
foot of the hills? Well has it been chosen as the flower 
of the State, for it carries the true tint of metallic gold. 
The “copa de oro” has a dash of red in it, like a goblet 
stained with wine. 

Nature is so fond of shades that primary colors are 


| rarely seen, but the mustard flower is a pure pigmentary 


yellow, the yellow of gamboge. The plants grow 80 
rankly, especially on black adobe, that they form dense 
tall thickets, in wifich as in the mustard thickets of 
Palestine “the birds of the air build in the branches.” 
Where they grow by acres covering the hills, there Is 
nothing to equa] them for effective massing of pure 
color; the rich green of the leaves sets off the mellow 
moonlight of the blossom. The flower, though fragrant, 
is unsuited for house decoration, so frail and quickly 
shed are the petals that enclose its delicious color. But 
out of doors in April it illumines the whole landscape, 
creating in hill and valley a symphony of green and 
gold. 

When the brightness of the mustard flower fades, it 


is a sign that the dry season is at hand. The fields are 
soon white with harvest, the grass turns to russet and 
dun. But the brown robe that nature dons for the sum- 


yellow flowers reign in almost undisputed sovereignty. 
Among them the most conspicuous are Composites of dif- 
ferent genera, the Calochorti, and the species of Mimu- 
lus. 

Of this last a great number of varieties are found in 
California. One kind is red, the cardinal mimulus; but 
most are yellow, more or less freckled with brown. They 
are flowers of irregular shape, with lips for bees to light 
on and hoods to cover the stamens, and are supposed to 
resemble the puckered face of a monkey. In May and 
June the banks of the stream in Griffith Park are gay 
with the canary-colored blossoms of the common M. lu- 


summer, there you will find some species of the quaint 
monkey flower, nodding its yellow cap by the river side. 

But the dry places are not left barren of golden 
bloom. Every one knows the Mariposa lilies, the par- 
ticular pride of California. When May comes round, 
children gather nosegays of these beautifully enameled 
cups on the mesas and in the oak parks. Many-colored 


“are they, like Joseph’s coat, with hues cunningly laid on 


end peacock eyes painted in, as if by hand, at the 


butterfly tulip, a flower with a gloss like satin. The 
wanderer in barren places greets it with gladness and 
surprise, where it lifts its sun-colored bell from the 
brown earth among the arid sage brush. 

The Composite family embraces a great number of 
species, with yellow flowers predominating. To it be- 
long the golden rods, asters, tar weeds, daisies, and a 
host of others. So numerous are the Composites that 
there is hardly a month in the year in which one or 
other of their flowering heads, close packed with little 
blossoms, is not in evidence. 
growth springs up on cultivated land, like an untimely 
resurrection of the grasses. 
borias, the little “sunshine plants” that every farmer 
knows. and whose flowers are haunted by small black 
flies. From June onward there is a great flowering of 
tall plants with buttons and stars of gold, by every dusty 
roadside and every vacant town lot. By the pappus air- 
ships in which their seeds fly abroad you may know 
them to be Composites. 

Of all their host the most beautiful to my mind is the 
wild sunfiower. It does not lift such a broad target to 
the sun as the garden variety; but its raye are relatively 
‘longer, they stream out from the smal] brown eye like 
tongues of fire. And the plants are much more leafv 
and graceful than the top-heavy product of cultivation. 
There are a good many varieties of wild sunflower. 
Some grow near the sea, spangling the gray herbage at 
the foot of the cliff; others gild the brown summer 
meadows; and there is one kind, almost a small bush. 
with dark stems, that makes a sunshine of its own in 
shady cafions, 

To the very end of the dry season the glode nCompos- 
ites keep their torches burning. With the return of 
the rains and the oxalis, the chain is complete. Of the 
flowering shrubs.of California, such as the yellow Fre- 
montia, I have sald nothing; it would be impossible 
within reasonable epace to do more than indicate the 
prevalence of gold in the floral color scheme. 

Fancy may play with the notion that of the gold that. 
is contained in the veins of California, some has found 
‘ts way into the flowers. Cunningly as the shades of 
flowers may be altered by interbreeding artificially, little

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KILLING OF THE BIGGEST BOAR IN } 
THE BLUE MOUNTAIN FOREST.

IMTON, the guide, who does most of the “profe 
K sonar shooting in the Corbin game preserve, had 
| just returned from deer hunting. He took off his 
frozen snowshoes, put his rifle in the gun rack, and was 
about to sit down comfortably before the wood stove, 
when there came a _ single long ring at the telephone. 
He walked over to the instrument and took down the 
receiver. 

“Hello!” | 

“Hello, Kimton! This is Mr. Viles. Have you seen 
any very big boar over in your section lately? I don’t 
mean just ordinary big ones, but ripping good ones, with 
tusks three or four inches long? We want to get a véry 
fine specimen for one of the big museums.” 

“Why, yes, there are two or three crackerjacks which 
come onto Hersey’s feeding ground every night, but 
they're like all the rest of the big ones, they don’t get 
there, generally, until it’s too late to see the sights of a 
rifle.” 

“Well, we must get one, and we want it right away. 
Do you think you could get one out tomorrow?” 

“I can get one if I see him. I'll be out at daylight fa 
the morning, and see what I can do.” 

Long before daylight a short, sturdy figure left the 
West Pase gate, and struck into the trail leading north- 
ward, toward Sunset Ridge. It was Kimton on his way 
to “collect” the big wild boar ordered by the superin- 
tendent the night before. His canvas jacket was but- 
toned up close to his chin, his woolen cap was pulled 
down over his ears, and he wore heavy mittens, for it 
was biting cold. On his arm lay a rifle, easily,.as though 
it knew its place, and in his mouth he carried a short 
down-curved pipe. He clicked along on his snow shoes 
at a rapid gait, and without a pause, for he knew the 
trail day or night, as he knew his own bedroom floor. 
Now and then there came to him sounds from the forest; 
the deep-toned hooting of a barred owl from the spruce 
belt above; the explosive snort of a white-tailed deer, 
and once, with startling effect a band of elk, whom cu- 
riosity had held until the man was within a few yards, 
crashed away with the sound of an avalanche through 
the crusted snow of the woodland. 

After a walk of four miles “strong,” Kimton reached 
an old deserted farmhouse known as the “Stickney” 
place, close to Hersey’s feeding ground, just as the first 
streaks of dawn were to be seen over the summit of 
Croydon Mountain. He leaned his rifle against the wall 
of an ancient sugar-house, and listened. For a few 
minutes the silence was unbroken; then, very distinctly, 
came the squeal of a wild boar. Kimton picked up his 
rifie and started east, up hill, toward the feeding 
grounds. It was but a minute's walk along a narrow 
sjruce-bordered trail; then, pushing his way gently 
through the evergreens, he overlooked a little wooded 
valley, which is one of several places where the Corbin 
Park wild boar are fed during the winter months. Kim- 
ton peered cautiously through the trees, but saw noth- 


' ing that he wanted. To be sure, there were three boars 


gleaning the last few kernels of corn which had been 
scattered there, but even in that dim light it could be 
seen that two were small and the other only of medium 
size, The big fellows had doubtless gone back to their 
nests among the spruces, and to their nests he must fol- 
low them if he expected to get one out today. So quietly 
he crept back into the trail, and started up the side of 
the mountain. 

On every hand were signs of boar—chiefly deep fur- 
rows through the snow extending from all parts of the 
forest, and many of them leading to the feeding ground. 
Some of these had been traversed so often by so many 
animals, that the sides were smooth and the bottoms 
packed hard. Selecting one which looked as if it were 
one of the principal highways, the hunter followed it. It 
led him to a clearing from which numerous other trails 
ied into the forest and the surrounding spruces off 
many inviting retreats for the game. So he went ng 
very quietly, searching the ground along the distant bor- 
der of the clearing, for anything which euggested a 
heap of evergreen boughs such as serves the wild boar 
for a home. At last he saw, on the north side of the 
clearing, a dark gatch under the lowest branches of a 
spruce, and he drew back under cover of the woodland 
to investigate. Stealing round until he got the wind in 
his face, he crept up until] he sould plainly see not only 
that it was a nest, but that it was oceupied. Closer ex- 
amination proved, however, that the occupants were 2 
sow and four pigs, and he was about to withdraw when 
a loud “Whoof!" and a deep, angry grunt behind him, 
caused him to turn sharp around, in time to see what 
appeared to be the biggest boar he had ever set eyes on, 
making tracks for parts unknown. Another nest, hid- 
den by a clump of young spruces, lay right behind him, 
and his scent, carried over it by the wind, had promptly 
aroused the old tusker which occupied it. Before Kim- 
ton could ewing his rifle about, the great pig headed 
south into one of the deep trails, and there was nothing 


to shoot at except the top of his back—a very small |‘ 


mark, especially as the boar was now going at great 
speed. The hunter decided not to shoot at this narrow, 
dark line, but aiming lower at the wall of the trench, 
he fired right through the snow at the body of the boar. 
An instant but almost imperceptible change in the 
movement of the animal showed that he had been hit, 
but where, it was impossible to say, and he continued 
to run at undiminished speed. Kimton jumped to his 
feet, throwing in a fresh cartridge as he did so, and 
started after the boar at his best pace, hoping to get an- 
other shot. But the fugitive had vanished, and as try- 
ing to outrun him would have been worse than foolish, 


the hunter slowed down to think the matter over. He

@ | knew that the animal was wounded, but probably not 
seriously, and that he might run for miles before he 


would stop. It was of no use to wait, for a wounded 
boar, unlike a wounded deer, will not lie down, at least 
until he is too much exhausted to go any further. If 
the animal was to be taken at all, there was pothing to 
do but follow the trail and trust to luck. 

For a time the tracking was an easy matter; the ani- 
mal had simply followed the trench, and the hunter had 
but to follow it too. But presently the trail divided, 
and it was necessary to examine both branches, in order 
to be sure of the right one. Both trenches were full 
of footprints, but in the right-hand one were found 
some footprints so much larger than any'‘of the others 


that the hunter had no difficulty in deciding on his 


course. But before long he had to stop again, and this 
time his problem was more difficult to solve. Several 
paths led away in different directions, and two of them 
at least had been traversed by a very large boar. He fol- 
lowed one for perhaps a quarter of a mile, and seeing 
nothing to make him feel sure he was on the right track, 
he returned and took up the other large trail. He had 
gone but a short distance when he noticed a dark spot in 
the bottom of a trench. Getting down on his hands and 
knees, he knew at once that he was on the right trail, 
for the spot was a blood stain, and he pushed on at in- 
creased speed. The animal had taken a southerly 
course, sticking to the well-beaten paths for about a 
mile, but on approaching Camp 3, he had struck out for 
himself, and thereafter there was comparatively little 
difficulty in following his trail. Aside from the fact 
that there was no mistaking those giant footprints, ev- 
ery now and then, a crimson drop or two would show 
that it was a wounded anima] which had gone that way. 

All the morning and well into the afternoon, Kimton 
followed that boar along the side of Croydon Mountain, 
across the road which divides the park and down 
through the woods toward White Water Brook. He had 
little hope now of getting his game, but still he persisted 
in following, partly because he had promised to do his 
best to fill the order quickly, and partly because he dis- 
liked to have a wounded animal escape. Toward eun- 
down his perseverance was rewarded. As he rose cau- 
tiously over the top of a knoll, he saw the boar stand- 
ing near a white pine tree about a hundred yards ahead 
of him. The anima] had turned, and was quartering to- 
ward him. It was not by any means an idea] shot, but 
the boar was suspicious, and he did not dare to attempt 
to better his position. So he took careful aim and fired, 
and the boar rolled over in his tracks. Drawing his 
hunting knife, the man ran forward, seized the boar’s ear 
with his left hand, put his knee upon the body, and pre- 
pared to “stick” the game. But before he could carry 
out his intentions, he was startled by a deep, roaring 
grunt, and at the same time felt himself tossed suddenly 
upward, and the next moment he was gazing into the 
cavernous mouth of the fiercest brute in the Blue Moun- 
tain forest. The wicked, close-set eyes fairly blazed with 
hatred, and below them, the open jaws bristled with 
formidable teeth, including the great white tusks, knife- 
edged and sharp as a lance at the point. Fortunately, 
for Kimton, his bullet had broken the animal's back, 
and the hind legs were useless;. otherwise it is quite un- 
likely that he would have lived to tell the tale. As it 
was, the boar was only able to rise on his fore legs, 
dragging his hinder parts, but, even thus, the man dared 
not let go the ear, but hung on, while the great brute 
thrashed the snow with him. Round they went, the 
boar roaring and gnashing those terrible teeth and try- 
ing to get at the man, and the man, with drawn hunt- 
ing knife, seeking for an opportunity to end the tragedy. 
For full ten minutes this desperate struggle lasted, and 
then the man, almost exhausted, saw his chance, and 
with a skillful thrust put his adversary hors de combat. 


Rising to his feet very slowly, but with a feeling of in- 


tense relief, Kimton surveyed the scene of the battle. 
There was a wide circle of much-trampled, blood-stained 
snow, and in the center, a huge tusked monster—the 
largest boar ever killed in the Blue Mountain forest.

GREAT POSSIBILITIES IN RuRAL IN- 
DUSTRIES. 
By a Special Contributor. 
Y interest in Argentina dates back to the summéc 
of last year, and an interview I had at that time 
at the Victoria-street, London, headquarters of 
the Salvation Army, with that most estimable gentle- 
man, Gen. Booth. I first met the Genera] last May in 


tering him in Perth, West Australia. Early in Septem- 
ber, in London, being then fresh from Australia myself, I 
was given a commission by the Morning Post to inter- 
view him on the results and impressions of his trip. 

On the day preceding my appointment with him the 
commonwealth parliament, in debating some of the 
questions brought up by Gen. Booth’s propositions, had 
displayed a most discouraging lack of enthusiasm, the 
sentiment of the majority of the speeches ranging all 


. the way from lukewarmness to active opposition, all of 


which had been duly announced in the cables of that 
evening's and the next morning’s papers. Naturally I 
found Gen. Booth somewhat depressed, and it was in the 
course of our talk on this occasion that he made a state- 
ment to the effect that, if it had not been out of the ques- 


tion to get government aid for a colonization enterpris®in | 


a land not under the British flag, he would long ago have 
focused the Army’s energy upon the task of transporting 
the “landless man” of England to the “maniess land” 
of Argentina. Geographical position, climate and the 
low price and high quality of land he mentioned as de- 
terminative factors, going on to speak of the importance 
of the climatic conditions and alluding to the demoraliz- 
ing effect of the six months of enforced idleness in the 
Canadian winter as a case in point. 

On my taking leave of him, the General, recalling, pos- 
sfbly, that I had shown some surprise on his referring to 
Argentina as he had, first asked that I should not quote 
locally his words in that connection, and then said that, 

if I cared to learn further of the Rio Plata countries, the 
head of the Army’s Emigration Bureau, Brigadier Frank 
Smith, had visited them in the interests of his depart- 
‘ment not long before and would, no doubt, have much 
worth hearing to tell me. I did not eee Gen. Booth 
again, but had several talks with Brigadier Smith, a 
gentleman who, I may mention here, was at one time ed- 
itor of the Daily News, and whose highly optimistic, but 
thoroughly sane and reasonable, hopes for Argentina’s 
future I have already seen much to justify and practically . 
nothing to lead me to seriously question. 


Great in Area. 


Perhaps nothing strikes one more in looking at a map 
of Argentina than the number of degrees of latitude it 
manages to account for. The northern boundary of its 
most northerly province, sudorifie Jujuy,, bordering on 
Bolivia, reaches well inside the tropics at 21 degrees 40 
minutes, while the southern crook of Terra del Fuego 
reaches out like a hook trying to grapple the Antarctic 
circle, away down to 55 degrees. Plotted out upon the 
continent of North America Argentina would reach from 
about the latitude of Sitka, Alaska, to that of Mazatlan 
and Tampico, Mexico, with most of its territory lying 
within the borders of the United States. One is not sur- 
prised to learn, therefore, that, although of greater range, 
the climates of Argentina are very similar to those of 
the States; which fact, in conjunction with certain phys- 
ical paralleliems, justifies one in believing that the 
course and extent of its progress will be along the lines 
and not far within the limits of those of that country. 

Situated almost entirely in the southern temperate 
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rainfalls are abundant, especially in summer, somewhat 
lighter in the center of the country, and very scanty in 
the Andine provinces, which latter are, climatically, 
much like Colcrado, Utah, New Mexico and Arizona. 
Taking the great cereal growing sections of Argentina, as 
outlined today, I would say that the climate of the north- 
ern portion is approximately that of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys, but more moist; the climate of the 
central sections that of the middle Miesissippi Valley and 
the great wheat country termed in the Northwest “The 
Inland Empire,” and composed of the eastern portions 
of the States of Oregon and Washington and the west- 
ern part of Idaho, though all of the latter have a more 
rigorous winter than the corresponding parts of Argen- 
tina. The southern provinces of that country, Chubut 
and Rio Negro, are not yet under a great amount of 
wheat or othe? grain, but their similarities on the several 
counts that Rave made Minnesota and the two Dakotas 
preéminent agriculturally augurs equal success for them 
when they shall have been fully exploited. There is no 
section of the United States with a climate so warm and 
at the same time so humid as that of the northern prov- 
inces of Argentina, though a close approach to/it will 
probably be found in our sugar, rice and cotton-growing 
Gulf States. 


A Good Climate. 


With the exception of an intermittent fever prevalen 
in Tucuman and Salta. (both tropical or sub-tropical 
provinces and not in the cereal belt) called “Chuco,” no 
epidemic diseases exist in the republic, although sporadic 
cases introduced from abroad are occasionally reported. 
The eminent Dr. Latzina asserts that the climate of Ar- 
gentina is “one equally conducive to the health of man 
and the productivity of the soil, in which meg of al) the

the United States, Chile, and even from Turkey; today

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y something like 10,000,000 of Argentina’s 104,000,- 
ectares of available agricultural land is under crop 
his year; yct in 1903 the crop area was but $,000,000 hec- 
tares; in 1901, 7,000,000, and in 1892, 2,500,000. About 40 
per cent. of this year’s area is under wheat. and about the 
same amount almost equally divided between maize, lin- 
seed and alfalfa. The three cereals, maize, wheat and 
linseed, are the staples, and figure very close together in 


the same rate as the others, for, while an extremely 
profitable crop, it exhausts land so rapidly that it is not 
viewed with great favor by the estancieros. 


The Quality of the Wheat. . 


I have been shown some very finé specimens of wheat 
here recently, one, in particular, a splendid sample of 
Barletta weighing nearly 70 pounds to the bushel, and 
being very close to the record for that, or any other va- 
riety. I am led to believe, however—the most disinter- 
ested informants I have had being the experts of various 
of the American agricultural machine companies with 
whom I have talked—that these samples are exceptional 
and that’the run of Argentina wheat today is not nearly 
up to what is classed as “No. 1, Hard,” in the States, a 
large quantity of which is grown in Minnesota, the Da- 
kotas and Manitoba. Neijher is the average yield of 
thirteen bushels to the acre by any means creditable, 
considering the fact that the lands of Argentiaa have 
nothing to envy in any in the world. In France an ay- 
erage of nineteen bushels to the acre is obtained, and in 
the States almost as mucly while in both countries as 
much as seventy bushels are often produced on experi- 
menta] farms. 


These facts are not necessarily discouraging; rather 
they serve to make all the more remarkable the country’s 
splendid showing in the past and all the more hopeful 
the outlook for the future when improvement has been 
effected. The American machinery experts credit the 
native-born Argentine with unbounded willingness to 
learn, coupled with an equally limitless faculty for for- 
getting. Machinery, in fact, is his worst stumbling 
block. He can never be brought to understand for more 
than a few minutes at a stretch that more harm is done 
ju rufming an ill-adjusted machine than a lame horse, 
while his seeming belief that a worn-out plow or har- 
vester laid up for a rest wil somehow undergo a miracu- 
lous recuperation, akin to that of the horse turned out 
to pasture or the land laid fallow for a season, is quite 
childish. All of which only means that the chance for 
the trained North American agriculturist is the better.

Importation of ‘Machinery. | 

I have said enough, perhaps, to show the incalculable 
expansion possible in the raising of cereals in Argentina, 
while the figures quoted on increase of acreage and ex- 
port give some idea of the progress made in the very 
recent past. A still better index in the latter particular 
is the record of the importation of agricultural machin- 
ery, and, as it bears directly on cultivation, I will take 
the plow as an example. In 1901, when the favorable 
era of agriculture began here, 34,468 plows entered the 
country; in 1902 the number had increased to 45,289, to 
still further increase to $2,000 in the year following; 1904 
saw the importation of in excess of 100,000 plows, while 
I am assured that the publication of the figures for 1905 
will show a slight increase over even last year’s remark- 

The plows imported in 1905 will approximate $3,000,000 
in value, most of which, I am glad to say; goes to the 
States. The value ‘of the importation of the year 1901 
was but $600,000, and a good half of the sum accrued to 
the benefit of England and Germany. The improvement 
in the class of plow imported is quite as remarkable as 


the increase in| number and value. Those of former | 


years were the simple antique implement of a single 
share, while three-fourths of those brought in during 
1904 were modern sulky plows, mounted on wheels, with 
a co-efficient efficacy equal to four of the old-style ones. 


The exportation of cotton has already begun from Ar- 
gentina and there is no doubt, from the comments upon 
it in England, that it is of high quality. This industry 
will be confined to Misiones and Chaco, two of the north- 


ern provinces, Where large areas exist well suited to the | 


cotton plant. I have even* been assured on good author- 
ity that the average acre there will produce 925 
pounds of cotton against 620 in our Southern States. 
This figure is possibly somewhat swelled by local enthu- 
siasm and I would not like to stand responsible for it 
without further investigation. 


Fruit Uncertain. : i 


As to what Argentina's future as a frujt-raising coun- 
try willtbe, I hardly care to venture an opinion as yet. 
As at 
easy distance of the consuming centers, Argentina, 
if she can export a large quantity of high-class fruit, both 
deciduous and non-deciduous, will have the unique op- 


portunity of supplying the demand of the northern bem- 


isphere in its winter or off season. Here again distance 
militates against Australia, and, except in one or two in- 
stances, quantity and quality of fruit as well. South 
Africa has shown no disposition to enter the field, while 
the fruit supplied to the northern markets all the year 
round.from the tropics must necessarily be limited to 
tropical varieties. It is most decidedly “up to Argen- 
tina.” 


These conditions are understood down here, but every 
one has his hands so full with sheep; cattle and wheat, 
which they know more about than fruit, that it is not 
likely that any startling advance will be made along this 
line for some time. At present the exportation of fruit 
amounts to a practically negligible $25,000, where the 


$1,000,000. Most of the orchards I have seen so far, 
while not looking neglected, gave the impression of hav- 
ing been left too much to the care of Nature and too little 
to the care of man. The trees were healthy in appear- 
ance, for the land was new and strong; but the size, fla- 
vor and general backwardness of the fruit gave ample 
evidence of the need of pruning, fertilization and scien- 
tific cultivation. 


planted with vines in Argentina. About one-third of the 
total acreage of fruit trees is in the province of Buenos 
Ayres, and about three-quarters of the acreage of vines 
is In the provinces of Mendoza and San Juan. Neither 
the number of yines nor of the different kinds of fruit 
trees, nor the total number of all appear in the census 
statistics; bat from private sources I learn that the fruit 
trees are about in the following proportions: Peaches, 
40 per cent.; citrus fruits, 20 per cent.; figs and apples, 
10 per cent. each; pears, quinces and plums, 5 per cent. 
each; cherries and all other kinds ef fruit, including 
nuts, 5 per cent. 


As will be seen, peaches take an easy lead in acreage, 
and this holds good, too, I believe, in regard to the prog- 
ress made in culture. The Argentine peach is good, but 
not remarkable, and the same may be said of her quince, 
pear and plum. The apples I have seen so far have 
been very poor, a pest called the “woolly aphis” being 
the principal cause of their not doing well in thé vicinity 


study of the question, gave it as his opinion that in ap- 
_ ples, as well as pigs, Argentina would one day be the 
first country in the world. This opinion is shared by an 
Australian, just returned from the southern provinces, 
with whom I chatted on the train a few days ago, on 
which occasion he assured me that he had seen large 
apple orchards in Rio Negro and Chubut that would rival 
the best of the world-famous ones upon the southeastern 
coast of Tasmania. 


There is not a large quantity of oranges and lemons 
raised in this country, and those one sees in the market 
are very bad indeed,» though I think the fault is rather 
with the cultivator than the soil and climate. I was re- 
cently shown an orange tree hedged about with tiling 
and cement in the shaded patio of a country house, the 
owner, who also was trying to raise that fruit for the 
market, complaining that the tree would not mature its 
oranges, I did not have the presumption to attempt an 
elaborate diagnosis of the case before a fruit grower, but 
I think.I was not far wrong in venturing that, if we 
treated a tree in California as this one was being treated, 
we would not expect it to cast a shadow, let alone bear 
oranges.

Getting Acquainted. 


THE OBSERVATIONS OF AN AMA- 
TEUR IN BiIRD-STUDY.

HEN the names of roses were not of the vast 
importance that they are today, and the large 
majority of rose lovers knew their favorites as 
pink, white, red or yellow, the managers of the annuai 
floral exhibition in a southern town offered prizes) for 
the best tweive, and six, named varieties from private 
gardens. The frequent outdoor companion of a prize- 
winner in this competition, I shall never forget the rare 
pleasure derived from making the rounds of the flower- 
decked hall where, in the exquisite blossoms, I not only 
greeted old and cherished friends, but had the happiness 
of making new ones. 

So with the birds; many of us, indeed all of us, love 
them, but how often are they our personal acquaint- 
ances? Yet this acquaintance is well worth while; al- 
though but a beginner in specific observation, I find that 


my enthusiasm in being able to distinguish even a few 


of our “little brothers of the air” rivals that which I en- 
tertained for my earlier friends, the roses. It matters 
not how dense your ignorance of ornithology, if you can 
learn to know one bird, the sense of superiority and pro- 
prietorship that you will feel ag you point him out to one 
less observant than yourself will bring you full com- 
pensation for the effort. 


When attempting to fix in your mind the “points” of 
a feathered beauty, mark him well, that, later, on ques- 
tioning an authority, you will not be overwhelmed with 
confusion, as I was, when asked quite as a matter of 
course: “What sort of bill did he have?” I had never 
thought of i's bill! But the next time that I sat at my 
window watching the beneficiaries of my breakfast table, 
I observed their bills, finding as reward for original re- 
search, that feet and bills matched in color, accounting 
for the pretty finish their attire alwaye presents. 

On this particular morning, novice that I am, I was 
able to identify the five varieties that were daintily peck- 
ing my crumbs, flying away in a body if I accidentally 
stirred the morning paper that I was trying in vain to 
read, and returning cautiously when all was stil) again. 
_ There was the Audubon warbler, a brilliant little fel- 
low with crown of yellow, bluish gray body and yellow 
throat; at the top of his tail, when his wings are not 
lapped too closely, shows another touch of yellow, which 
you can see very plainly as he flies away. His beak and 
legs are black. Leaving my feast and perching upon a 
nearby trellis, the warblers exhibited the most extraor- 
dinary vacillation; flying up into the air with great 
spirit for a few yards, they would suddenly change their 
minds—no woman could do it faster—and drop down on 
the trellis again. I have since learned, also with con- 
fusion, that they were catching flies and other insects. 

I watched so long for the white-crowned sparrow that 
I feared. he had left us, my authority having informed 
me that he would go north to nest, and, having learned 
bis name but yesterday, I should not be able to confirm 
my knowledge till he came again, whenever that might 
be. However, he is still here, for it is yet cold in the 
north, and after awhile he came, far prettier now that 
I knew him, with his white and black striped crown, 
brown coat with white markings, dove-colored breast 
and yellow bill and legs. :

If you 
have not heard him sing, is there not a lingering suspi- 
cion that he may be a butcher bird Only the novice har- 
bors this doubt. and that he may bear himself with con- 
fidence before the well-informed, let a fellow novice 
whisper to him this infallible test: If the bird so like 
the mocker wears a tiny black mask suggestive of the 
burglar that he is unjustly—this from my friend who 
knows—reputed to be, he is without question the butcher 
bird. 

The others have come in companies, but here is a di- 

minutive stranger perched upon the porch rail alone, a 
darling little fluff ball in dull black with an under- 
garment of softest white down; he is not gay, certainly, 
but so charming in expression that, as he twists his 
neck to inspect the eaves, I feel that, should he deign to 
consider them worthy of his occupancy, I shall be the 
proudest of mortals. Suspecting his identity, when he 
disappears I hasten to the telephone and call up my 
friend who knows. “Yes,” comes the answer, “it is the 
phoebe, one of the dearest birds we have.” 


These, the visitors of a single morning, though only a 
few, form a very fair beginning of acquaintance. Would 
that this study, a pleasure so simple, so genuine and so 
easily within our reach, were more general. Notice the 
birds closely, those of you who have not done so, and 
I give you my word that you will be opening a new, and 
probably unsuspected, avenue of enjoyment.

ANCIENT WATER VILLAGES. 

One of the most interesting regions in the “Old 
Fatherland” is the so-called “Spreewald,”’ the Fores: of 
the Spree, situated not far from the German capit«!, in 
the province of.

It is on these lagoons that all traffic is conducted in 
boats during the period from spring. when the last 
vestiges of frost anid ice are disappearing, until the 
end of autumn.

when these conveniences and comforts were supposedly 
impossible in a cottage pf moderate cost. 


In our climate, where we may live eo much out of 
doors, we have come to demand more porch room and 
usable balconies opening from upper chambers, more 
light and air, yet plenty of wall space for the proper 
placing of necessary furniture; we have our gas and elec- 
tric fixtures where needed, not pendant from the precise 
center of the ceilings. The conveniences first men- 
loned have been extended by the building of plenty of 
lrawers and shelves, and hard wood or painted floors 
are found in all rooms, upstaire and down. In fact, the 
whole plan has undergone a radical yet healthful change, 
idding much of both comfort and convenience. 


The walls of dwellings, exterior as well as interior, 
have also passed through a transition from the gaudy 
and overdone to a charming simplicity. Walls and ceil- 
ngs were formerly covered with paper or cheap stenciled 
rescoes that were so “loud” they fairly “shouted” when 
you entered the room, designe so coarse and colors so 
high that all else looked tame in comparison. In the 
modern rooms the walls are of plain, quiet, neutral tints, 
which make fine backgrounds for pictures and other 
works of art.

Fertilizing Bulbs. 


Bulbs should not come in direct contact with stable 
fertilizer; it should be down below them where the 
feeding roots that grow from the bulb may find it when 
the bulb is at work developing the leaves and flowers. 
All leaves and flowers were made the year before, and 
the bulb simply holds them until the new roots have 
formed. No kind of treatment will make a bulb pro- 
duce more flowers than were formed in the year it 
grew (last year); but the better the treatment, the 
larger and better the flowers will be. 7 


Asparagus for the Tabie. 


For dining table decoration Asparagus plumosus is 
very pretty and desirable, and easier to grow than most 
of the ferns. - Like those, it should always be placed in 
a light window between meals. By training the long’ 
shoots grow down around the pot or dish instead of 
above, it will be more suitable for the purpose, and a 
large plant may be used longer. For special occasions 
Asparagus Sprengeri is admirable. Use a medium sized 
plant placed in a suitable jardiniere; arrange all but 
the four finest branches over the top 6o as to completely 
conceal the soi, and around the sides in as graceful a 
manner as possible. Then spread each one of the four 
long sprays out over the cloth to its own corner of the 
table, and you will be delighted with the effect. - 

The Box Tree. 

The box tree, or boxwood tree (Buxus sempervirens,) 
is an evergreen plant seldom reaching over twenty feet 
in height, a native of various parts of Europe and Asia. 
There are several varieties which are often cultivated 
for ornament, and a very dwarf kind is commonly em- 
ployed for planting in coptinuous lines for the purpose 
of defining the edges of borders and walks in gardens, 
though never in extensive tse in Southern California. 
The wood of the box tree has long been celebrated for 
its hardness and closeness of grain. The medieval 
lections testify to the exquisite skill of some of the 
wood carvers on this material.

Utilize the Vacant Lots. 


Many of our city school grounds are so limited in area 
that the whole yard, and more, is needed for play- 
grounds. If any school gardening is attempted it must 
be carried on elsewhere. In too many cases no land in 


the vicinity is available, but in most sections vacant |. 
lots may be found near by, and these should be utilized | 


whenever possible. Few owners would refuse the use 
of such lots for schoo! gardening, for the improved ap- 
pearance, over the usual weed patch, would enhance 
the value of surrounding property. By keeping these 
weeds down so that no seeds matured, the surround- 


ing gardens would, in a few years, be comparatively free | 


from weeds. 


Eucalyptus for Streets and Highways. 


For either city streets or country roadsides no euca- 
lypt surpasses, in age, the scarlet-flowering species (E. 
ficifolia,) We have many notable specimens which will 
bear out this statement, and one of the finest may be 
eeen from the electric car when passing between Gar- 
vanza and South Pasadena. This tree would be an or- 
nament to any roadside or lawn. 

The scarlet-flowering eucalypt does not thrive, how- 
ever, in case stunted, pot-bound plants are used. Such 
trees never regain their natural vigor. When well 
started, this species makes a good-sized tree of splendid 
shape, and when in bloom easily surpasses al] others 
for ornamental purposes. In fact, no other species has 
blossoms which in color even approaches this one. Ex- 
perience with street and ornamental! trees is forcing the 
deserved recognition of this beautiful eucalypt. 

For country roads in general we have a fine, pink- 
flowering silver-leaved variety of E. sideroxylon. This 
tree should occasionally be headed to make it umbra- 


geous, and also to keep the flowers where they may be

seen; otherwise it is altogether too “rangey” to make 
the flowers of any value. 

E. leuccoxylon makes an impressive tree for highway 
alignment; in age it is quite stately, quite striking in 
general appearance. Its tall, emooth-barked white trunk 
makes one think of a polished marble column. This 
tree may be headed and made more wide-spread, without 
which it sometimes appears gaunt and “specter-like.” 

E. polyanthemos is a round-leaved species, the most 
handsome foliage of all, silver-gray in color. 
well started, with occasional summer waterings for the 
first year, this tree has given excellent satisfaction, but 
like many other species, if pot-bound, it never becomes 
vigorous or of fine umbrageous habit. 3 

E. calophylia is a tree quite similar in appearance to 
the E. robusta, so extensively planted along streets in 
the past; but here the similarity ends, for calophylia is 
superior in all other respects. Some claim that robusta 
may be kept shapely if properly pruned, but it requires 
more pruning than any other epecies—its wood is the 
most brittle—it certainly is not the most ornamental. 
Do not plant E. robusta. 

In some localities, notably at Redlands, the narrow- 
leaved form of E. amygdalina gives splendid satisfaction, 
and for country roadsides would suit wherever the cli- 
mate will allow of its growth, which is all of Southern 
California, excepting a few locations. 


Street Trees in Town and Country. 


The planting of street trees and shrubs in our towns 
and along country roadsides is done only on a very small 
ecale. One cannot help but be impressed with the 
scarcity of shade trees either along drives and roads. 

Planting street trees should be done more extensively 
throughout the State. More interest should be taken in 
this important subject. While a street tree is not at 
first a source of income to the individual or community 
directly, if it is properly placed and trained it may be 
a thing of beauty and comfort, and eventually enhance 
all property values. All of us appreciate the beautiful 
and enjoy comfort. Think of how much lines of trees, 
when: properly placed, add to the general surroundings 
of a place. Our town and rural improvement societies 
should all be “up and doing” along these lines. Many 
towns in all parts of California are being well planted. 
May the movement spread until the whole land is one 
vast network of street trees.

OOSEVELT is a name derived from Rooseveldt, a 
Duteh word meaning the field, or veldt of roses. 

Another form of the name was Rosendahl, a 
} valley of roses. 

As a family name it ie traced to Poland, where in 
the twelfth century it was assumed by a family who 
had a rose for armorial bearing, perhaps because they 
lived in a valley, or field of roses. They were called 
Rosenveldt, or Van Roseveldt. Other variations are 
Rosawelt, Rosenvelt, Rosavelt, Rosevelt, Roosenveldt, 
Roosvelt. The prefix Van, so common in early recorde, 
was dropped by the begisning of the eighteenth century. 

The common ancestor was Klaas, or Claes Martenzen 
Van Rosenvelt, of Holland, who arrived in New Nether-

ANTIQUITY OF THE CROSS. : 
_ The cross, in one form or another, is as old as the hu- 
man race, for it is nothing but the shape of a man stand- 
ing upright, with arms outstretched. In every clime it 
early became a religious symbol, and finally an instru- 
ment of capital punishment. In Egypt the cross was 
worn by king and priest. On the walls of Egypt's 
tombs and temples it appears constantly. On them the 
priest is seen. holding out the cross to the devout wor- 
shiper as a symbol of life and immortality. 
In Babylon the king wore the cross upon his breast. 
suspended from his neck by a golden chain. 
‘In old, pagan Ireland, the cross was also a sacred em- 
blem, the “shamrock,” or three-leafeg clover, becoming 


| Ireland's sacred flower because, when its leaves are 


spread out evenly, it has the form of a cross. Because 
of its iong standing sacred character among the pagun 
Irish, St. Patrick stooped down and plucked it, while 
preaching in the open air, in order to illustrate the doc- 
trine of the Holy Trinity. The apostle of Ireland ha: 
evidently studied well the old pagan usages and ideas of 
the Irish, and he foresaw that, to make an already 
sacred flower serve as a type of Christian teaching, 
would be aiming a telling blow at Irish paganisn:! 


The ancient pagan Irish also built their temples in the 
shape of a cross, as witnessed by several ruins scattered 
over Ireland today. 

In Scandinavia (Norway, Sweden, Denmark) the cross- 
shaped hammer was sacred to the god Thor, after whom 
our “Thursday” is named. It was this cross-shaped 
weapon that he used in his mythical combats with the 
wicked giants of the north. 


Among the Greeks and Romans the cross was the em- 
blem of the sea god “Neptune.” A Roman cross in mo- 


Captain John was as picturesque and dashing a figure 
as ever strode forth to do and dare. He was perhaps 
the hero of his day; “a gentleman and a college grad- 
uate.” 

The first HMeutenant of the “Corsicans” was Nicholas 
Roosevelt.

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German Army Farm. 


- How HORSES ARE TRAINED THERE 
For FUTURE SERVICE. 


From Pail Mall Gazette. 


N easternmost Prussia, only ten miles from the Rus- 

sian frontier, stands the little village of Trakehnen, 

amidet wide, sunny pastures and beautiful woodland. 
There is little to distinguish it from other villages in 
East Prussia, and yet its name enjoys a celebrity which 
places it high among those which are of more seeming 
importance in the German empire. For about five miles 
from Trakehnen lies the Kaiser’s largest and most fa- 
mous stud farm, while in the near neighborhood is the 
hunting forest and hunting lodge to which the Emperor 
is $o fond of withdrawing himself from the ponderous 
formalities of the capital. 

It was the father of Frederick the Great who first 
established a great horse-breeding establishment in this 
locality, which surpasses every other province of the 
empire in its suitability for this purpose. The monarch 
was a capital farmer, and had an excellent eye for a 
horse as well. When he first pitched on Trakehnen the 
place was nothing better than a vast swamp over which 
the moose roamed wild, as he still does on a part of the 
Baltic shores today. The King converted this swamp, 
where the soi] is etill deep and spongy, into the richest 
pasture land in Germany. In fact, the secret of Tra- 
kehnen’s fame as a horse-breeding place consists in its 
being irrigated im’ every direction in such a manner that 
the grass is rich and sweet to an extraordinary extent. 
The estate, upon which no fences are anywhere to be 
seen, stretches for about nine miles in one direction and 
about four in the other, and were the horses less docile 
than they are they might easily get lost many times in 
the year... 

The least favorable feature about Trakehnen is the 
geographical position with regard to Russia, and, as a 
matter of fact, it has three times been exposed to cap- 
ture by invasion from across the eastern frontier: but 
each time the authorities have been able to escape with 
all the animals in their charge, a feat which, considering 
the open character of the country, is sufficiently remark- 
able. 


The ehergy with which this famous stud farm is car- 
ried on today may be gathered from the fact that it not 
only provides the German army with the hundred thou- 
sand horses which it requires in peace time, but it is the 
chief means of maintaining in the country a high stand- 
ard of horse for general purposes. Moreover, nearly ev- 
ery farm in East Prussia is devoted to this one occupa- 
tion, for the German government makes it pay well, and 
is extremely liberal in a matter which so directly affects 
the efficiency, of the army. Thus the German military 
authorities obtain more horses from this little corner 
than from any other province or kingdom of the em- 
pire. 

The very best obtainable thoroughbreds are brought 
here, and from them are bred a secondary class of horse, 
called by the Germans “halbblut,” not exactly a half- 
breed, but corresponding to what the French would de- 
scribe “prés du sang.” Every year some of the best 
names on the English turf disappear and are carried off 
to this breeding farm of the German cavalry. The stal- 
lions selected have always been those in whom speed 
and weight-carrying capacity are united in the highest 
possible degree, the result being that after two centuries 
the “Trakehner,” or Prussian horse drawn from this dis- 
trict, has reached its present recognized position and 
excellence. 


The two main breeding objectives kept in view are the 
heavy cavalry cuirassier horse and the lighter hussar 
horse, but national requirements are aleo admirably 
served, as the cavalry horse is one useful for many other 
purposes as well. | 

Those who have been struck by the remarkable docil- 
ity of the German cavalry horse would discover a solu- 
tion of the problem on visiting Trakehnen. That spirit 
of subordination which dominates all things living in 
Germany operates upon the colt from its birth. You may 
enter a field at Trakehnen in which a hundred three- 


year-old stallions are running free, watched by a couple / 


of mounted herders, and, although a stranger, you may 


Pears into the midst of them, pat them on the nose or 


flank, and they will show themselves as gentle as sheep, 
and nothing like as shy; and this with animals of good 
blood and of unquestionable pluck and power. 

To achieve such a result prizes are offered to those 
herdsmen whose horses show the most confiding disposi- 


quality it is made a rule that each day the colts are to 
be stroked with the hand, their feet raised, and in other 
ways they must be treated so as to make them thor- 
‘oughly familiar with their future masters. Moreover, all 
the young horses are carefully rubbed clean and in- 
spected every day, the brush and curry comp being used. 
At first the colts are tied, but when three or four yeare 
old they stand quite quietly and thoroughly enjoy it. 
| One of the most interesting sights as well as object 
‘lessons at Trakehnen js furnished every evening when 
‘the horses are called home from their pastures. They 
are as responsive to the call as soldiers to the assembly. 
‘They come up in troops of hundreds, and gather in large 
‘nclosures facing the stables. The visitor will remark 
ith interest that the horses sort themselves according 
to color, the blacks going to one corner, the browns to 
another, the bays to a third. Here and there one will 
be noticed who has mistaken his corner or is attempting 
to go wrong cut of sheer cussedness. The keeper, how- 
ever, who has them under perfect control, has simply to 


call the erring ones by name while waving his hand in 


O% Cirty days fer stonin’ a the direction they should go. Upon this the colt invaria- 
‘hy Jeaps away from the direction in which he is stray- 


ing, and gallops straight off for the corner where those 
of his own color are assembled. This is done every 


night, and it never fails. — 

Every year about the month of May the four-year-olds 
are distributed among the auxiliary or secondary stud 
farms of Prussia, so that, with the exception of the stal- 
lions and brood mares, all the good blood at Trakehnen 
is disposed of at the four-year-old limit. A committee, 
consisting of an array of all the best experts, sits to de- 
cide what horses are to be reserved for military breed- 
ing purposes at the other stations and what shall be sold 
at auction, an event which is famous all the world over, 
and draws to Trakehnen buyers from every country. 


It is from this place that the Kaiser obtains by right 
all horses for his own and his family’s private purposes, 
whether for carriage or the saddle. This right the Prus- 
sian Crown secured in 1848, when it gave these lands 
with the breeding establishment to the government on 
the express condition that the King should be allowed 
each year to select thirty horses for his private use. 


Needless to say, those chosen are the best obtainable, 
and the periodical sales of the Kaiser's horse property 
are not only worth attending, but make the Kaiser’s 


rights at Trakehnen of considerable pecuniary value. 


Black horses are almost exclusively selected for the royal 
carriages, but for riding the Kaiser does not confine him- 
self to any particular color. 

No stone is left unturned by the German government 
to insure an adequate and plentiful supply of horses for 
any military emergency. Their experts are in England 
every year for the purpose of selecting thoroughbreds, 
besides ransacking the stud farms of every likely country 
in the world. The government also employs a wise and 
generous policy toward the encouragement of horse 
breeding by the farmers. 


Whatever happens on the outbreak of war, the Ger- 
mans need feel no anxiety as to their supply of horses or 
remounts. It ie noticeable, however, that they have not 
been risking such good materia] in Southwest Africa, but 


have been content to draw very largely on Argentine 
sources. 


Trakehnen is subjected to all the severity of Prussian 
inspections, and now and again at the little quiet station, 
from which no other habitation is in sight, arrives an 
impressive company of dignitaries, with the Minister of 
War and his colleague of the Agricultural Department. 
More alarming still, the Kaiser himself makes periodical 
descents, for Trakehnen is only twenty miles from Ro- 
minten, the Kaiser’s favorite hunting. retreat in the for- 
ests, well stocked with wild deer and boar, where his Im- 
perial Majesty delights to install hiniself in his charm- 
ing lodge with its quaint Norwegian architecture. Should 
you find yourself at Trakehnen, which ie unlikely unless 
you are a friend of the officer-superintendent of the stud 
farm, the Emperor’s forest home is well worth a visit,

tain 


Built by Norwegians specially brought from Chris- 
tiania, it is designed in the most severe etyle; natural 
‘logs, finished off roughly and stained, form the walls and 
ceilings of the low, small rooms, which, decorated with 
numerous antlers as trophies of the chase, are full of 
eosiness and comfort. The rooms, which look out on to 
rustic terraces and over the valleys below, are warmed by 
wide Norwegian fireplaces, and great candelabra of ant- 
lers hang from above for lighting purposes. The furni- 
ture is in harmony with the general simplicity, and on 
the walls hang the beautiful animal and hunting studies 
of Landseer.

MONG the modern poultry plants of recent cre- 
ation in Southern California must be mentioned 
the one only recently established at Santa Bar-

bara by H. J. Snow. Its extent ie somewhat plainly in- 


dicated by the quartette of views shown on this page, 
which clearly indicate that it is built on practical lines 
and for commercial purposes, Since egg-production is 
the first consideration, we find the White Leghorn 
again in evidence, the number going well into the hun- 
dreds. Appreciating that much has already been said 
in these columns on the question of houses, we will 


- nevertheless again venture on that subject, as Mr. Snow 


presents some good points in the housing and yarding 
of his fowls, and as he has been kind enough to furnish 
The Times with the architect's drawings, we herewith 
present the same, together with his descriptions. The 
half-tone engravings show these houses as they ap- 


_pear when finished, indicating that they are designed 


to meet prevailing conditions. In size they are 6x10 
feet, affording six or seven perches, some six feet long 
und will accommodate from fifty to sixty hens. In 


describing them in a letter to the writer, Mr. Snow 


dwells as follows on their use and care: : 

“Houses are cleaned each week, the droppings swept 
up and carted off, and fresh earth or sand thrown on 
the floor. Every morning the south door is opened 
and closed again at night. The north door, however,

is left open all the time, unless a north wind is blow- 
ing, when the order is reversed. The ventilators are 


constantly open. ‘The perches are made of redwood, 2x2 


inches, with the sharp corners taken off, and are held 
in place by two nails on either side at the ends. When 
cleaning the house they are removed. The lumber 


_ used should be clear and thoroughly seasoned, so as 


to avoid knot holes, cracks and openings caused by 
shrinkage. In this way all risks of drafts are avoided. 
Build at least one foot above ground; to prevent fowl 
from going under the house tack wire netting under it. 
The roof should be made of grooved boards. 

The exact specifications for lumber and material 
have been kindly furnished by Mr. Snow and are as 
follows:

Replacing Infertile Eggs. 


The average person, and especially if he be a begin- 
ner, expects entirely too much when he counts on a 
chick from every egg; indeed, he is usually the individ- 


ual who indulges in the hazardous pastime of “count- | 


ing his chickens before they are “atched.” Failing 
to secure the exact number anticipated, he is quite 
apt to write a ‘rather unpleasant note to the eeller, 
demanding that the infertile eggs be replaced. This 
is unfair and unreasonable, ads no breeder guarantees 
absolute fertility. To secure a hatch of 60 per cent. is 
not at all bad. Some breeders make it a practice to 
replace all perfectly clear eggs, provided they are 
“tested out” within six days and returned within eight 
days of shipment, carriage prepaid. This, it has al- 
ways seemed to the writer, is more than fair to the 
buyer, as it places him where he can be reasonably 
sure of bringing off a hatch of fertile eggs, though by 
no means a live chick from every egg being incubated. 
A case recently came under our observation where 


there was a “roar” because the buyer had only se- | 


cured a hatch of 160 healthy chicks from 200 eggs. 
Some people are indeed blind to a good thing, even 
when it stares them square in the face in the middle 
of the road. 


Many things should be considered in arriving at an’ 


equitable basis in matters of this kind. Fanciers of 
experience appreciate that eggs coming a long distance 
are sure to suffer more or less in this regard, and make 
allowances accordingly; improper handling, neglect on 
the part of the hen or in handling the incubator, ac- 
cidents and many other contingencies are often quite 
apt to militate against a good hatch of even fertile 
eggs. Among breeders a hatch of seven chicks from 
thirteen eggs is deemed evidence of their hatching 
qualities, and usually is considered a just return for 
the money and time expended. The writer feels sat- 
isfied with even a smaller percentage, particularly if 
the eggs are imported from distant points. To secure 
three or four standard birds from an expenditure of 
from $2 to $5 for a sitting of eggs from a fine pen is 
certainly not a losing game, especially if they turn out 
to be show specimens. 


Turning Eggs in Nature’s Way. 


One of the interesting duties of the sitting hen is the |: 


regular turning of her eggs when incubating a clutch. 
Just how often she does this, and to what extent, is a 
matter of conjecture among even experienced breeders. 
Experiments made under close observation at Cornel! 
University covering twenty-one days revealed the fact 
that not only were the eggs turned regularly each day, 
but every individual specimen did not remain in even 
the same portion of the nest for more than:three days. 
The turning or changing the position of the eggs usu- 
ally occurred in the evening after the birds returned to 
their nests from féeding. The thorough manner in 
which the operation was done furnishes some sugges- 
tion to the man practicing artificial incubation. 


Artificial Incubation in High Altitudes. 


B. R. Buffam of the Rosewell Poultry Yards, in New 
Mexico, gives some rather novel experiences in the care 
and management of an incubator in the dry climate of 
his section.

WHY CHAMPAGNE COSTS 80 MUCH. 
From eggnog the talk drifted to champagne. 
“It’s worth the money,” said the bartender, “‘consider- 
ing the trouble it takes to make it. 
“First there’s the blending of the grape juice. Three 
parts of black to one of white grape juice are biended 


with tremendous care. Expert, high-paid tasters do this 


work. 

“Then the liquid is put in casks and refined—a long 
and difficult process. 

“Next it is bottled and placed in a warm room to fer- 
ment. While fermenting, it must be watched daily. At 
a certain stage in the fermentation, no sooner and no 
later, it goes to a deep, cool vault underground, and 
there it lies eighteen months in a temperature that never 
varies one degree. 

“Now the bottles are placed in racks and turned five 
times a day for three weeks to bring up the sediment. 

‘““When the sediment has all mounted to the neck of 
the bottles, they are opened, and the sediment is allowed 
to shoot out. 3 

“Even now the champagne is not done. It is ‘raw’ at 
this stage. To it a liqueur of brandy and sugar must 
be added—4 per cent. of liqueur for the driest brands, 15 
or 20 per cent. for the sweet ones. 

“Altogether, a bottle of champagne goes through 200 
different operations, and consumes in its perfecting two 
and a half years of time. And still it is often kept two 
or three years longer in the vaults maturing.” :

RED C. BROWN is quoted by the Pomona Daily Re- 
view as follows: 

“This has bedn the finest season of rain that Pomona 
Valley has had since 1893. The total rainfall is about 
what it was a year ago, but this season the rains have 
come so gently and drizzly that every drop has done us 
good and not run away. The earth is soaked with 
water, and many a fruit grower will not irrigate until 
along in June. I have noticed that springs of water in 
the San José foothills, west of Ganesha Park, on the 
lands that used to belong to P. C. Tonner, are now run- 
ning with water for the first time in thirteen years. 
The water in the wells that supply the Packard Tract 
with domestic water have risen twenty feet in the past 
two months. The deep wells will begin to get the bene- 
fit of these magnificent rains next fall.”

Nutriment of Fruits. 


HEARD a walnut grower say a few days ago. 
Fee: he did not fear overproduction of walnuts, be- 
cause the people were coming to the use of nuts 4s an 
article of food more and more as the discussion of diet- 
ary questions led away from the use of meats. I heard 
a discussion later of the failure of the government to 
make a decent appropriation for studying the nutritive 
value of orchard products, The Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry consumes annually $1,500,000 in fostering the 
stock business, while the Bureau of Plant Industry is 
allowed only $20,000 with which to investigate food- 
stuffs, and but little of that is applied to the study of 
fruit nutriment. A great deal of the value of stock and 
meat investigation goes to the “beef trust,” while any 
examination of the food values of fruits would put into 
requisition products largely handled directly by the 
farmer, and consequent benefits would accrue to the pro- 
ducer. The orchardists of California are directly inter- 
ested tn the study of the value of fruit foods, and have 
done something at their own expense to bring to public 
notice the various uses, culinary and otherwise, to which 
their orchard products mav be applied Memorials have 
heen sent to for more liberal appro- 


tility: one consists in feéding a large proportion of the 


priations, to be devoted to studies in the nutriment line. ! 
Liberal as this government has been in providing for 
scientific agricultural investigation, one beet-sugar firm 
in Germany has more experts upon its pay roll than 
have all the States in making agricultural studies. 
Even Californians are not informed fully upon the nutri- 
tive value of fruits, though their University has given 
much attention to this line of investigation. Publicity 
of facts regarding the food value of fruits would give 
extended use to our orchard commodities, and it should 
be encouraged as a legitimate kind of advertising. 
Harvesting the Orange. 


MARKED copy of the Pittsburgh Christian Advocate 

has been received containing a well-written article 
by L. A. Maynard of Monrovia entitled “Harvesting the 
Orange.” The article was syndicated and appeared si- 
multaneously in fifteen daily and weekly publications, 
some of which carried illustrations. It must have been 
written by a resident of some years’ familiarity with the 
orange business, for rarely does a novice succeed in pro- 
ducing a stick of text without glaring errors. Regard- 
ing the revenue-producing status of the orange business 
the following reference is made: Lone 


“The citrus-fruit crop for the present year is variously 
estimated at from 24,000 to 35,000 carloads. This crop 
brings to the growers a yearly revenue of from $15,000,- 
000 to $18,000,000, an amount nearly equal to the gold 
output of the State, which in 1904 was $19,109,600. In 
all probability the time will soon come when the gold 
minted from the sunshine of California will exceed that 
dug out of its mines, for there is good reason for the 
belief that when the Panama Canal is completed and 
better and cheaper railroad transportation is afforded to 
the East, the citrus fruit business will enter upon a new 
and far more prosperous era of existence. The orange 
has the inestimable advantage in ite favor of a more 
limited area of production than any* other staple fruit, 
while the popular demand for it increases rapidly with 
the years.” | 


The Secret of Profitable Farming 


HE )eading factor in making the farm pay is the 

maintenance of crop-producing power. In a state of 
nature the soil does not wear out. Nature’s crops decay 
on the land that produces them, and each year there is 
added to the soil a small amount of plant food from the 
weathering of the rock particles of the soll. 


There are two general methods of restoring spoil fer- 


crops to live stock, returning the resulting manure to the 
soil; the other, in growing crops that add nitrogen and 
humus to the soil, combined with the use of commercial 
fertilizers. Generally these two methods can be combined 
to advantage. 


The most universal fault with American farmers is 
the lack of appreciation of the value of good agricultural 
literature. The successful man in any calling ie always 
a student. In addition to this, he is practical-minded 
and a close observer. 


The farm has always been and will always be the bul- 
wark of national character. The teachings of science 
are taking the drudgery out of farm life and lifting it to 
a higher plane.

buys a half-peck of spinach will get a couple of double- 
handfuls thrown in, or thrice that amount snugly 
packed, as it happens. In some eastern cities, families 
in the crowded districts are now paying as high as 8 
cents a quart for potatoes, the equivalent of fullv $2.50 
2 bushel, while the producer gets only a quarter of that. 
Similar conditions prevail in the Central West. Selling 
at retail by weight is common in Europe, and the custom 
standpoint of the producer would mean a larger con- 
is a good one.

Garden Fertilizers. a 


F leading importance in preparation of the ground is 

the supply of plant food, of which the chiefest essen- 
tials are nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash. It is 
important that any fertilizer used to supply these ele- 
ments should be thoroughly distributed through all the 
soil to be reached by the roots of the plants, and this 
distribution must be completed before planting. Turn- 
ing and returning the ground and harrowing again and 
again are useful for the purpose. 

A wise selection of fertilizers cannot be secured by 
rule; it is very largely a matter of experience. A sandy 
eoil is often deficient in the essentials of plant food, 
while a clayey soil contains this in abundance, espe- 
cially potash. A limestone -soil is likely to contain a 
considerable proportion of phosphoric acid. What is 
good fertilization on a given soil for one crop may be 
very unsatisfactory for another. Where it is the puropse 
to establish a garden permanently, it will be profitable 
to determine the need of the soil for fertilization by 
close observation of results from year to year. It will 
be well to make notes of important points. Not only 
will the facts thus gained be useful for future gardening, 
but they will often find application in the larger opera- 
tions of the field.—([California Cultivator. 

Hardy Hybrid Perpetual Roses. 
VEN the small mailing-size plants of hardy hybrid 
perpetual roses sometimes yield grand flowers the 
first season.

Hints on Garden Work. 


HE soil should be a well-drafhed clay loam, filled 

with humus by plowing in animal manure or green 
crops, and supplemented with chemica) fertilizers. If 
new clover sod is not used for the garden every two or 
three years, which I believe is the better way, it will 
need frequent applications of wood ashes, or lime, to 
prevent acidity of the soil. 


When the stalk or leaf is the edible part, feed the plant 


well with nitrogen, which is generally most available in 
vegetables or animal manure, When the fruit, bulb, 
kernel, or root is the edible part, feed well with wood 
ashes, potash and phosphoric acid in some form. Plow 
as early in spring as the ground can be worked, and 
harrow several times until the soil is finely pulverized. 
Finely pulverized particles of soil retain more moisture, 
and the manure which is put in the eoil is made more 
available for plant food by frequent harrowing. 

The crop can be largely increased and its cultivation 
made much easier by thoroughly tilling the soi] before 
planting the erop. Afiar having the soil in the best con- 
dition, and well filled with plant food, the next considera-

For tender lettuce, either rake hen manure in the 
row before sowing the seed, or place close to the row 
after the plants are up and hoe it into the soil. For 
early cucumbers, a few hills may be started in sods or 
old berry baskets, so the roots will not be disturbed wren 
transplanting. We always try to have enough Lima 
beans and sweet corn to last us the year round. Celery, 
cabbage, cauliflower and turnip plants can be transplant- 
ed where you have had your early peas, lettuce and rad- 
ishes.—[ Farming. 


Dwarf Fruits tor City Yards 


HAT can the city man grow in his back yard in 

the way of fruit? It must be dwarf, and he would 
like it ornamental as well. I should choose first of all 
a few fine pears. They are handsome little fellows, with 
thel: shining foliage and pyramidal habit. Before thev 
are fur: feet high they will bloom, and are as pretty 
as a flowering shrub then. Their fruits are showy and 
delicious, and as large as those on standard pear trees. 
Elveagnus longipes is a really beautiful shrub, so clean 
and trim. It bears a profusion of lovely berries which 
are very sour, but fine for cooking. I like this shruo 
very much, and it is easily grown. Dwarf Juneberries 
of the improved Alaska type are neat, smal] buehes. with 
only one fault, that of suckering badly from the root. 
A weed is no easier grown. The flower is not bad, but 
when the slender bushes weep under their load of shin- 
ing berries, pink, blue and purple, all in the same clus- 
ter, like rainbow beads, the dwarf Juneberry is a lovely 
thing indeed. The berries are sweet, rather insipid, yet 
pleasant to eat out of hand, and they last in bearing a 
considerable length of time. Bismarck Apple and Dwarf 
Japanese peach are two other good things for a city back 
yard. Our Japan peaches set fruits when not over three 
ages high.—[L. S. La Mance.

It is difficult to ad- 
mit that these little people have better ways of doing 
things than we, but it is eo patent that it Is no use to 
deny it. We may admit that the Japanese are driven to 
many acts in order to preserve and increase the re- 
sources of the country, but they have no more need of 
beautifying their landscapes than have the people of a 
country like this. In fact their plan of celebrating 
Arbor Day was drawn up by the bureau of the imperial 
household, and it shows an intelligent appreciation of 
the reasons for an Arbor Day not found in our own cele-

an excellent sermon, in his Los Angeles church, on 
“The Conquered Temper,” taking as his text that 
passage from the Proverbs of Solomon: “He that is slow 
te anger is better than the mighty, and he that ruleth 
his spirit than he that taketh a city.”” Among other 
things, he said: 
“An ungovernable temper makes your enemies more 
hateful and bitter than ever before. An ugly temper re- 
acts and strikes hardest against those whom you ought

_to love best on earth—your own friends and dear ones. 


And of all contemptible and despicable actions, I think 
one of the most despicable is for men and women to go 
off in a rage, or fit of sulks, merely because something 
goes wrong in the house, and thereby to make wives or 
husbands and children live in a perfect pandemonium 
of fear.” 

In regard to what he considers the causes of anger, Dr. 
Talmage said there are two. These he believes to be 
overindulgence on the part of parents and teasing in the 
home. 

Dr. Talmage omitted the chief cause. It is diet. 
“You can’t make a silk purse out of a sow’s ear.” You 
can’t expect to find mildness, placidity and self-possession 
in a dyspeptic. Here is a statement, attributed to a 
dyspeptic doctor, in that excellent book “Our Digestion,” 


written by the pioneer hygienist, Dio Lewis, more than 


twenty years ago: 

“If a man has consumption, he will keep up good cour- 
age to the last. The very day he dies he will tell you 
what he is gcing to do when he gets well; while if a man 
is dyspeptic, he cries out, like the Frenchman: ‘I will 
drown; nobody shall save me!’ You see, Colonel, the 
philosophy of the thing is this: ‘A man’s brain and mus- 
cles. must be nourished. That nourishment must come 


from his stomach. Now, suppose the stomach is full of: 
acidity and gas? Then what? Well, just look at me, 
and you will see what. Why, Colonel, one year ago I 
had rheumatism so badly that I could not move with- 


out suffering, but if I had had the pain multiplied by 
ten this morning I would have gone with you if every 
step made me cry out. But dyspepsia takes all the ‘tuck’ 
out of a man—not only out of his body, but out of his 
soul. It makes him mean, sneaking, utterly unreliable. 
Colonel, I wouldn’t trust a dyspeptic’s hand in my till.” 

As a man eateth, so is he. It has been said that the 
massacre of St. Bartholomew would never have occurred 
had not the French monarch suffered from chronic con- 


gtipation. We all know what Nero was, and we all know 


what he ate. We all know the difference between a fe- 
male tiger and a cow. Tame bears, when fed meat be- 
come savage. On the other hand, a vegetarian has more 
chanee of becoming dyrpetic than a meat eater, if he 
doesn’t balance his diet sensibly. 


The following press dispatch from Cleveland was 
printed, a.few weeks ago: 

“The stage managers and stage hands of America have 
organized to suppress Richard Mansfield. Thomas Madi- 
gan, an operahouse employé, is founder of the organiza- 
tion. 

“Stage Manager Richardson said: ‘Mansfield last week 
heaped abuse and insults on all of us. We must teach 
him the rudiments of decorum, politertiess, etiquette, ordi- 
nary manners and common decency.’” 

The stage managers should try to induce Mansfield to 
change his dietary. The editor will wager a week's sal- 
ary that he don’t eat right, and that his nerves are 
starved. 

With regard to a wrong suggestion of Sir Lauder Brun- 
ton, that fits of bad temper may be controlled by the ad- 
ministration of quieting drugs such as the bromids, the 
Canadian Journal of Medicine and Surgery (February) 
sensibly remarks as follows: : 3 


“With all due submission to Sir Lauder Brunton, the 
best way to contro] bad temper, or preferably to prevent 
the temper from becoming bad in a considerable number 
of persons, is to prevent or relieve indigestion. Nervous 
exhaustion, overwork, pain are all well-known causes of 
outbreaks of temper. These latter causes are often so 
apparent, and the physical unfitness of the bad-tempered 
person #0 suggestive to those in his environment, that 
rest, good food, a glass of wine, or perhaps an opiate, are 
given with the happiest results. Explosions of bad tem- 
per in an artnritic man often depend on another cause, 
and call for very different treatment. An arthritic man 
looks well, feels well, is an active worker, and consumes 
large quantit'es of meat: but at certain times, when he 
is beset with uric acid toxemia, gloom and despondency 


seize him, or he gives way to unreasoning and uncalled- | 


for bursts of temper, and makes everyone in his imme- 
diate neighborhood uncomfortable. Instead of ordering 
temper powders for such a man, a physician should advise 


him to eat little or no meat, drink no wine, beer or 


liquor, eschew tea and coffee, and take muscular exercise 
regularly on an empty stomach. The patient may not 
bless the doctor at first: but, if he sticks to the anti-uric- 
acid regimen, he will recognize unmistakable signs of the 


soundness of the advice recarding abstention from cer-— 
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tain foods and drinks—a sweeter temper, more complete 
self-control, even under trying circumstances, greater 
working power with less fret. His family and friends 
will recognize the change in the bad-tempered man, but 
will be loath to abscribe the happy result to the real 
cause, probably because the doctor’s advice would go, 
against the grain, if given to themselves. There are 
other forms of bad temper, for which moral treatment | 
is necessary.” | 

Dr. J. H. Kellogg says in “The Miracle of Life:” | 

“The total depravity which we often hear talked about | 
is, half the time at least, nothing more nor 
less than total indigestion. For parents who find | 
their children still ungovernable, notwithstanding 
the frequent use of the rod, we recommend the | 
advice of .« wise writer, that ‘cow’s milk is 
& much better means of curing a boy’s wayward-. 
ness than cow’s hide.” Many parents, who give their 
children an abundance of wise counsel and religious 
training, send their boys to the saloon and the brothel | 


by the influence of morbid and inflamed appetites, en- | 


gendered by the irritating and passion-stimulating foods | 
with which they feed them at the dinner table. ee 

The worst temper may be cured by diet—with especial 
regard to the essential] mineral salts—aided by fresh air, 
rest, bathing, exercise, and massage or osteopathy. The 
same is true of other forms of intemperance. Reform 
must begin at the stomach, where the trouble originated. 

Here is an item, that has been going-the rounds: 

“On the morning of execution the condemned murderer 
ate a hearty breakfast of steak, eggs, potatoes, biscuit 
and coffee. 

“‘I’'ve been seein’ ’em do that for forty years,’ re- 
marked the aged warden with emotion. ‘One of these 
days I hope to run across a health food murderer.’” 

He is not likely to. Murderers are not raised on such 
food, although it must be admitted, that some abstainers 
from flesh food adopt such a dyspepsia-breeding dietary 
as to make them occasionally murderers at heart. As a 
man eateth so is he. 

There have previously been quoted, in these columns, 
with approval, good sayings by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, the 
eminent Chicago rabbi. Here is another, that is strictly 
in line with statements frequently made here: 

“That the stomach and morality are closely connected 
cannot be denied. The dietary religion of the old He- 
brews represents something more than a fancy. A well- 
fed man is rarely an immoral man. A man whose relig- 
ion begins at his dinner table is rarely a drunkard, as the 
Jews have proved.” i 

Douwbtiess, this all has much to do with the charming 
family life of the Jews. Remember, however, that an 
overfed.man is not a “well-fed” man, but rather a badly- | 


fed man. | 


Citrus Fruits. 


FERENCE was made recently to the strange in- 
quiries of two correspondents, as to whether oranges 
are wholesome. Some new arrivals in California com- 
plain that their children, after eating large quantities 


of oranges, break out in a skin eruption, resembling | 


hives, and they inquire whether this can be caused by 
the oranges. Just to the same extent that the dirt, 
which is rubbed out of your ekin in liberal quantities by 
a Turkish bath, is caused by that operation. Such in- 
quiries remind one of the old farmer, who, after a few 
weeks of pork in various disguises, three times a day, 
following a “hog-killing time.” was so rash as to eat a 
couple of apples before going to bed. During the night 
he bad a serious uprising in his interior department. Be- 
tween groans, he promised himself that he would never, 
never again eat an apple before going to bed. These 
children, who thus break out, have in most cases been 
living on a highly-seasoned and condensed dietary, in- 
cluding very little fruit, and the oranges act upon them 
in a mildly medicinal, and altogether beneficial manner. 

People who are anemic—thin-blooded—should avoid 
lemons, and eat little acid fruit of any kind, so long as 
they are in that condition, eaung freely of foods that 
contain much iron, such as onions, lettuce, spinach and 


. Strawberries. Also, in some cases, it is found that or- 
anges give distress. In such a case, you must, of course, 
use-common sense. To go on eating a thing that man- | 
ifestly does not agree with you, because most people find | 


it pleasant and desirable, is folly. In such cases, the | 

editor would suggest that a few drops of juice be taken, 
in a wineglassful of distilled water, three or four times 
a day, and the amount gradually increased, as it js tol- 
erated. 
Do not, howeVer, regard an eruption, following a free 
consumption of fruit, as anything but a beneficial house- | 
cleaning. Give your children all the sound, fresh, ripe 
fruit, in season, that they can eat—or you can afford to 
pay for—not as an addition to a meal, but as an impor- | 
tant part of it.

If our people began to realize | 
the value of fruit, we should hear little of marketing 
troubles, or of fruit going to waste.

To this letter the editor sent the following reply: 


“I cannot agree with you in regard to the quantity of 
food. I am firmly convinced that ninety-nine out of a 
hundred people—especially those leading sedentary lives 
—eat too much—from two to three times too much. At 
the same time, it is quite possible that these same people 
may be half-starved, because their food is deprived of 
most of the natural salts, a portion of the food that is far 
too much neglected by hygienists who usually confine 
their attention to the albumen and carbohydrates. 

think Fletcher’s idea is highly important, although 
—like some-other people—he is perhaps inclined to be- 


come a man of one idea. You evidently don’t agree | 


with your countryman, ‘Dr. Rabagliati, who in his book, 
‘Air, Food and Exercise,’ has shown, I think conclu- 
sively, that most ailments come from overeating, and 
that even the beggars in the east end of London con- 
sume too much food, although, as I have said, they may 
at the same time be half-starved, for lack of proper se- 
lection. 

“Prof. Chittenden’s experiment I also consider of much 
value. Six months thorough test under those conditions 
should be enough to warrant a decision. He unfortu- 
nately, like Rabagliati, ignores uric acid, and you are 
inclined to ignore quantity and starch and fermented 
foods, and Fietcher shuts his eyes to everything except 
the thorough chewing of food. So it goes, and progress 
is much retarded because enthusiastic reformers shut 
their eyes to everything except their own pet hobby. 

ee convinced that most diseases would disappear, 
if all physical workers would cut down the amount of 
their food one-third, and brain workers two-thirds, mak- 
ing a proper selection, chewing their food thoroughly, 
taking their meals entirely dry, avoiding variety at one 
meal, also all condiments. | 

“I shall be glad to read your forthcoming paper on 
‘Heart Failure:’ I must, however say that I think there 
are mighty few people who die of heart failure from 
lack of sufficient food, although, as stated, they may die 
while consuming too much starvation food, from which 
the natural salts ‘have been removed. Heart failure 
may also arise from the over absorption of liquids, 
which is a fad of many food reformers.” 

The editor might have added that Dr. Haig, like almost 
all other food reformers, ignores the all-important ques- 
tion of the mineral salts in foods. All the average di- 
etitian thinks of are proteids, carbohydrates and fat 
whereas the salts are of vastly more importance. 

These letters were submitted by the editor to Dr. J. H. 
Tilden, who is referred to in Dr. Haig’s letter. Dr. 
Tilden, in a letter, comments thereon as follows: 

“I see Dr. Haig very flippantly disposes of it by say- 
ing that it is a very old hypothesis that the uric acid is 
caused by defective combustion. I am dead sure it does 
not come from excessive combustion. The fact of the 
matter is, it is due to stuffing beyond the power of the 
system's combustion. 
is a very good one to stick to. When one gets up enough 
inflammation from food poisoning he can have his fever 
and then if there is not a stuff-to-kill doctor on hand, 
the fever will soon burn out the uric acid. That is a 


State of hyper-combustion. 


‘“I do not know anything about Dr. Haig physically, 
but I would like to wager a good sum that he js not @ 
well man. I believe if I could get enough wagers I could 
make more money at it than practicing my profession, 
and more, he never willbe a well man so long as he 
consumes enough proteid each day to represent his 
standard, but Dr. Haig is a rider of a hobby, and let 
him enjoy it. — 

“I have no time for exchanging letters with anybody 
in an effort to persuade them to my way of thinking or 
to convince them against their own opinions. My time 
is too full for me to do justice even to‘my own work. 
I receive a great many letfers from different parts of 
the country, and if I should undertake to answer them 
it would bring up an argument, and then my inability 
to follow it ap because of lack of time would be con- 
strued as an inability to argue the point. So I will 
let people call me any old thing they want to, and I will 
pass it by. 

“You will note before this, no doubt, what I think of 
Prof. Chittenden’s book. I doubt very much whether 
his book will have very much weight with the regular 
profession. There is only one way to correct the rank 
and file of the regular profession, and that is to eliminate 
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it, or allow it to eliminate itself by continuing the stuff- 
ing, and they will all die in advance of their time, in- 
cluding Haig.” 

In regard to Dr. Tilden’s suggestion as to Dr. Haig’s 
probable physical condition, Dr. Haig in the pamphiet

Care of the Body. 


Mr. Le Hardy says these olives were quite dirty, owing 
to the scaly condition of the trees, and it was hecessary 
to wash them in a caustic solution, not strong enough 
to cut the skin. Larger and cleaner olives may, of 
course, be obtained from some of the groves where oil is 
made, and the trees cared for. 


Dried olives are largely used as a food, in conjunction | 


with biack bread, by the natives of Northern Italy, but 
they are seldom seen here, although the process of cur- 
ing is exceedingly simple, they being dried the same as 
prunes. There is no chance of getting any objection- 
They are, 
of course, more bitter than the pickled olives, but a per- 
son soon learns to like the flavor. They are improved by 
soaking for half an hour in hot water. 

Ripe olives are not usually found among the tables of 
food contents. Here is their composition, as given by 
Prof. Atwater, in a government bulletin: Refuse, per 


cent., 19; water, 52.4; protein, 1.4; fat, 21; ash, 2.7; total 


carbohydrates (including fiber,) 3.5. 

From this it will be noted that the olive contains but 
a very small percentage of protein, and therefore is not 
a substitute for nuts, but must be eaten with bread, or 
something that contains a larger proportion of flesh and 
muscle-making food. :

CORRESPONDENT of The Times recently called 
attention to the almost criminal delay in extending 
the sewerage system in Los Angeles. In one section of 
the city, that has increased its population 30,000 in the 
five years, he says the cesspools smell so foul on foggy 


nights as to be almost unbearable, and he declares that, 


on lots over 40 by 100 feet, there are sometimes three 
or even more cesspools, which stand full the year 
around, 

As the correspondent says, this is surely a disgraceful 
condition of affairs for any city, but especially for a city 
which is noted as a world’s health resort. With foul 
sewage receptacles on the one side, in the outskirts, and 
dust, impregnated with dry consumptive sputum and 
other filth, on our leading streete, we must not be sur- 
prised if intelligent and observing health seekers begin 
to give us the go-by and spend their winters In Havana, 
or some other city where more attention is paid to clean- 
liness. Failing sewers—with good plumbing—the best 


means of disposing of sewage is by way of the dry closet. 
' Or, if you must have a privy, keep in it a box of dry 


earth, and throw in a few shovelfuls occasionally. To 
this may be added a little disinfectant. Earth is the 
natural tomb of all corruption. ,

If you have ~ appetite, you will enjoy the simplest food, 
and if you have no appetite, you should not eat. If you 
want grain, buy your grain, grind it fresh, parch it in a 
frying pan, and then bake it into a cake, or boil it into 
a porridge, as you please, and eat it with a little cream 
and fruit, or fruit alone Or get good, hard, Northwest- 
ern wheat, soak it over night, boil it. thoroughly in a 
close vessel, and eat it with cream and sweet fruit. This 
is the “frumenty,” eaten in Yorkshire, England. It is 
much better—and much cheaper—than the widely-adver- 
tised “breakfast foods.” Avoid the complicated proprie- 
tory foods with imitation slaughter-house names, which 
are as silly and inappropriate as their composition is 
unnecessary and expensive. These complicated mixtures 
are not only bad, from a hygienic point of view, because 
they increase the propensity of the food to ferment, or 
kill its “spirit,” but they also involve a vastly greater 
amount of labor on the housewife. In this respect, they 
are not. a step forward, but a step backward, in diet re- 
form.

REAL ARTICLES. 


ARE GIVEN GREAT AUTHORITY 
TO RUN BALL GAMES. 


Butt of All Fans’ insults Is Only a 
Human Being at Best and Liable 
to Mistakes—League Directors Say 
They Are Determined to Cut Out 
All “Rowdy Baseball.” 


Now that the baseball season has 
started, it should be time to call the 
attention of the fans throughout. the 
Coast to the fact that the umpire 


bleachers roasts him for be- 
ing a robber and a porch climber. For 
this reason it should never be neces- 
sary to defend an umpire for his 
wrong decisions, or to censure him too 
severely when he makes this kind. Um- 
pires are always reformed or broken 
down ball .players, and why they 
Should be considered ag gods, or men 
who should not make it is 
hard to understand. 

These conclusions arise from the 
consideration of the umpire question 
in the abstract, and partly from the 
book of instructions to umpires, is- 
sued by the Pacific Coast for 
this season. The reading of this little 
book would do much to clear away 
some of the feeling against upmires in 
regard to their seemingly harsh ac- 
tions with players who become restive. 
For the information wu: the fans, a 
synopsis of these fons is here- 
with given. 

“You are hereby notified that the of- 
ficers of the league are determined to 
stop unnecessary ‘kicking, and _ (to 
stamp out rowdyism in every form. 
We desire to reiterate that you have 
absolute charge of the field, and’ it is 
the intention of the icague to give you 
absolute support.

contempt or ridicule, is to be fined, 
and if such conduet is persisted in, he 
should be put out of the game. 
“If the batsman offers to argue with 
you, or leaves the batter's box to do 
so, it ie your duty to instruct the 
pitcher to proceed with the game, and 
if he ‘puts them over, call sirikes, 
whether the batsman is in batting po- 
sition or not. Batters have frequently 
delayed games in this manner. No pos- 
sible good ever comes of it, the only 
effect being to annoy our patrons. 
“Many of the players have acquired 
the habit of trying to ‘bluff’ you .1. 
calling the fourth ball; that is, that 
when three balls have been called, he 
will often throw his bat asiie and pro- 
ceed to first base without waiting for 
your decision. If it happens that you 
call ‘strike,’ as ig frequently the case, 
he will proceed to “kick,” d his 
friends and partisans of the club will 
‘roast’. you. For every such offense. 
fine the batter not less than $5. Every 


fine levied must be reported and col- | 


lected by—_you from the manager of the 
player’s téam before the calling of the 
next game, and the player so fined not 


you of the fine. ~* . 

“Positively do not remit a fine. Once 
vied, it is your duty to report 

. Your failure to do so will 
result in the infliction of a penaity 
upon you. Players should not be per- 
mitted to curse or abuse an umpire, 


and any player using vulgar or profane 


language should be fined, and in a fla-| 


grant case removed from the game, 
and may be suspended. The officers of 
this league will mot retain in their em- 
ploy an umpire who will tolerate such 


conduct on the part of any player. We, 


desire to impress upon your minds the 
fact that we will not tolerate any kind 
‘rowdy baseball.’ ’ 

teams must look alike to you 
and be given an even break. Always 
treat the visiting team fairly. You 
cannot remain an umpire inthis 
league if you develop into a ‘home’ 
umpire. It is our desire to secure um- 
pires with ‘nerve; and we will sup- 
port them at all times. You are in- 
structed to do everything possible to 
have the games played speedily, and to 
keep the players on the move at all 
times, particularly in changing in- 
nings, and to have the batsmen take 
their places promptly. A great deal 
of time has been lost in the past, and 
games have been delayed unnecessa- 
rily. Baseball can never be successful 
when players are allowed to do as they 
please.” 


Some New Footbal! Rules. 

Among the football reforms adopted 
recently by the American Intercolie- 
giate Football Rules Committee, are 
the following:

After the bali has gone out: of 
bounds, it shall be brought back tv 
where it went out, and the players 
must walk with the referee, not less 
than fifteen yards, and there put the 
ball down under the direction of the 
referee. 

The forward pass rule is defined as 
follows: “A forward pass that goes on 
the fly over the goal line ns a touch- 
back to the defending side, and a kick 
that goes over the goal line on the 
fly or after striking the ground before 
touched by a player of either side shail 
go as a touchback to the defending 
side.” An exception to this is that a 
place kick or drop kick over the cross- 
bar shall count as a score. It was 
further ruled that a kickoff may be 
run in without violating the rule deai- 
ing with touchbacks. 

The rules are to be so worded as 
to compel a man who is supposed to 
be on the line of scrimmage to take 
his position in a _bona-fide way; that 
is, he must stand up squarely. More 
additions to forward pass require- 
ments was that a forward pass by the 
side that does not put the ball in play 
shall not be allowed. 

The rules committee will meet again 
Saturday, at which time all, the rules 
will be codified and piaced in a com- 


prehensive form.
